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A Young Collector Travels 
“South of the Border” 


I have been asked many times since 
this series began, about the people 
whom I met on my travels. How they 
lived and what they thought and if 
they were more educated or more cul- 
tured than we give them credit for. 
A number of readers would like to 
make a trip into “Manana Land” 
but are hesitant for various reasons. 
They have been warned against a 
thousand evils that don’t exist by 
“well meaning” but uninformed 
friends. 

First of all, let me go on record 
here and now and say that [ did 
not once meet a person, native to 
those countries, who was rude, dis- 
courteous or ill mannered. They have 
a wonderful attitude towards stran- 
gers, in fact, they were just as in- 
terested in me, as I was in them. 
They were more than anxious to 
make me feel at home in their cities. 
They seemed to take a great pride 
in the nation and wanted the tourist 
to see everything. I remember being 
in the capital of Honduras, Teguci- 
galpa, and finding myself complete- 
ly lost. I couldn’t find any street 
signs or numbers on the buildings 
and therefore this Gringe was con- 
fused. I was looking for the USS. 
Consulate and I stopped a man com- 
ing in the opposite direction and 
asked him if he could tell me how 
to get there. Not only did he tell 
me, but he took my arm, turned 
around and took me down one street 
after another while he pointed with 
pride to the Presidential Palace, the 
Cathedral, the big new department 
store, the museum and statues. By 
the time I had reached the Consu- 
late, I had seen the major points of 
interest in his city. He took me to 
the door, bowed low, shook my hand 
and thanked me for the privilege of 
being my guide. Then he turned and 
went back to his own business. Can 
you picture that happening in New 
York or Chicago or your own home 
town? I can’t! In our large cities 
we are always too busy to do more 
than point or grunt in the right 
direction when a stranger asks infor- 
mation, and in the small towns we 
sometimes regard a new face as hos- 
tile and not to be trusted until we 
find out his “business.” 

Now to clear up a fallacy about 
the food. Mention Mexican cooking 
and someone will say “Everything is

too hot! All those peppers!’ Now I 
lived on that food for six months, 
and the only time I got burnt was 
when [I deliberately ate a pepper 
that I knew was hot. The Mexican 
people do cook with hot peppers and 
spices, but they are always used in 
sauces, The main dish is boiled or 
baked just the way we prepare food, 
but if you wish an added zest, you 
can apply the sauce. There is usu- 
ally a warning before you heap that 
cool looking liquid on a piece of meat, 
that therein is contained the fire of 
Hades. It’s your own fault if you 
fail to heed the warning. 'Their main 
courses are varied with a definite 
emphasis on vegetables, meat and 
poultry being scarce and expensive. 
Bread as we know it, isn’t even 
baked down there. You eat tortillas, 
a thin rather tasteless pancake that 
is made from corn meal. At first, 
I wasn’t too sure about those tor- 
tillas, but after a few meals I came 
to roll them and dip them in the 
sauces and make all sorts of inter- 
esting variations with my food. Now, 
I’d give my right arm for a fresh 
tortilla. Rolls and cookies are sold 
by a man who picks up an assort- 
ment at the bakers and puts them 
loose into a woven basket. 'Then he 
places the basket on his head, gets 
onto a bicycle and rides down the 
middle of the street, blowing on a 
whistle. If you want these goodies, 
just signal him and he lets you pick 
out the ones you like. By the way, 
Chile con Carne is also completely 
unknown. The first bowl the Mex- 
ican family that I lived with tasted, 
I made. They had never even heard 
of it! 

Don’t drink the water. The Mex- 
icans themselves don’t, and the gov- 
ernment warns that you shouldn’t 
either. You can get very sick and 
weak from the severe dysentery that 
comes from the water. Almost every- 
one buys bottled water or soda pop. 
If you are a beer drinker, you’ll be 
in paradise! 

If you’d like to drive into the fab- 
ulous country of Mexico, there are 
paved roads all the way down to, 
but the last hundred miles near the 
Guatemalan border. There are gas 
stations in every town and guard 
rails on most of the dangerous moun- 
tain curves. The signs are in Span- 
ish and a speaking knowledge of the 


language is very useful. You'll get 
much better bargains everywhere if 
you can argue in Spanish. And ar- 
gue you must! The vendor will feel 
very hurt if you take the first price 
he offers. You’ll find bargains in ev- 
ery village market place, Hundreds 
of interesting objects that have been 
made and sold for centuries, the 
knowledge having been passed from 
father to son. What a collection can 
be formed by the careful tourist with 
an eye tor beauty and originality! 
I only wish that I had purchased 
more of their art. The next trip 
down, I will. 

By the time you read this, I hope 
to be in South America for a shoe- 
string tour of that continent. It 
should be very interest'ng. Thank 
you for all your kind letters. I hope 
to report more.

What if Fortunato Pinza had tion — became known throughout the year’s training, until at eighteen a 


stuck to bike racing—horrors, now 
we would not have Ezio Pinza to 
remember nor his records to collect. 

To be specific, Ezio and Fortunato 
were one and the same person. When 
christening the child his parents 
wanted to name him Ezio, but the 
priest suggested Fortunato, seeing 
that out of seven children he was 
the sole survivor. So Fortunato it 
was; but somehow the name didn’t 
take, and it is as Ezio that Pinza — 
a top basso cantante of his genera- 





musical world. 

Little Fortunato’s childhood was 
no bed of roses. Born in Rome, on 
May 18, 1892, to Cesare Pinzu (a 
carpenter by profession) and Clelia 
Bulgarelli Pinza, the child was taken 
to Ravenna when two years old. 
There the boy began his schooling, 
and soon started taking odd jobs to 
help along his father’s modest in- 
come. It is said that for a while 
the lad’s thoughts were on civil en- 
gineering and to this end he took a

new and exciting ambition seized 
him — that of becoming a profes- 
sional bicycle rider. For two years 
he strove to win a race but to no 
avail, and finally, upon the advice of 
someone who obviously knew a good 
voice when he heard it, Pinza turned 
to singing. 

After only two years of study at 
the Conservatory of Bologna, in 1914 
the budding basso got his first en- 
gagement in Soncino, near Milan, as 
Oroveso in “Norma.” A good begin- 
ning of a career, but there and then 
eut short by the war, during which 
Ezio from a private in the Italian 
Army rose to captain. The war end- 
ed, in 1919 Pinza resumed his ar- 
tistic activities and soon appeared 
as King Marke in “Tristan und Isol- 
de,” at the Costanzi of Rome. The 
marked (no pun intended) success 
in the Eternal City led to other lau- 
rels in Italy and South America, and 
finally opened the doors of La Scala 
for a two year service there guided 
by Toscanini, under whose baton he 
created the part of Tigellino in the 
world premiére of Boito’s “Nerone.” 
Then—the Metropolitan. 


Pinza made his début at the Met 
on the opening night, November 1, 
1926, as Pontifex Maximus in La 
Vestale.” with Ponselle, Matzenauer, 
Lauri-Volpi and De Luca. In review- 
ing this performance, Lawrence Gil- 
man wrote in the New York Herald 
Tribnne: ... “This new singer is 
an imposing figure, he has an ex- 
cellent voice, and he sings with 
brains and discretion. High priests 
are usually the dullest animals in 
the operatic herd. Mr. Pinza made 
this one much more than tolerable.” 


At this point I take pleasure in 
introducing The Pinza Discography 
by Pasquale Verducci — one of the 
most thorough compilations of the 
celebrated basso’s records I have yet 
seen. This mimeographed work also 
contains: biographical notes about 
Ezio Pinza; his “off-the-airs;” “off- 
the-air” complete operas; private re- 
cordings; dates and roles of his Met 
broadcasts; Met opening night per-

formances he appeared in; first Met 
performances in which he partici- 
pated; a listing of his appearances 
at the Costanzi, ‘Colon of Buenos 
Aires, San Carlo of Naples, La Sca- 
la, Teatro Municipal of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, the Metropolitan, Covent Gar- 
den, and San Francisco Opera Com- 
pany; the announcement of a Pinza 
RCA Camden LP to be released in 
December of this year; and unpub- 
lished selections made for Victor or 
Italian HMV. The detailed discogra- 
phy, of course, is the main feature, 
and as an example I’m quoting one 
of the titles:

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is not specified where Pinza’s rec- 
ords were made, nor are the day and 
month of his demise given. But then, 
omissions creep in unnoticed, and 
these in no way detract from the de- 
sirability of The Pinza Discography, 
priced at $3.00 and obtainable from 
Pasquale Verducci, 95 Christupher 
St., New York 14, N. Y. 

Back to Pinza’s luminous career. 
At our Metropolitan he appeared in 
50 operas, among them “Boris Go- 
dounoff” (first as Pimen to Chalia- 
pin’s Boris and, later, as Boris), 
“Don Giovanni,’ “Guglielmo ‘fell,” 
“L’Amore dei Tre Re,” “Gianni Schic- 
chi,” “La Sonnambula,” “Mignon,” 
“Don Pasquale,” “Le Coq d’Or,” 
“Romeo et Juliette,” “Ernani,” “Si- 
mon Boccanegra, “Linda di Chamou- 
nix,” to mention but a very few. The 
Verducci Discography reports that 
abroad Pinza sang in additional op- 
eras, some such out-of-the-way ones 
as “Mosé in Egitto,” “La Figha del 
Re,” “L’Italiana in Algeri,’” “Poliu- 
to,” “Isabeau,” “Déjanire,” “Mac- 
beth,” “Lorelei,” “Debora e Juele,” 
“La Navarraise.” “Sakuntala,” “Tzar 
Saltan,” etc. In all, Pinza’s operatic 
repertoire included over 95 roles.

“Simon Boccanegra” (here the date 
in The Discography should be 
1/28/32 and not 381), and Rossini’s 
“Tl Signor Bruschina.” 


After shining bright for 22 years 
on Broadway in Opera, in 1948, Pin- 
za’s star moved uptown, glistening 
with new radiance to the ringing 
sound of generously inpouring ar- 
dent metal, of which he so effectively 
sang in “Faust.” He was a hit in 
“South Pacific;” he charmed in the 
films, “Mr. Imperium,” “Strictly Dis- 
honorable,” “Carnegie Hall,” and “To- 
night We Sing;” again created a sen- 
sation in “Fanny;” and even tried 
his hand in a non-singing role (in 
1958) in Ferenc Molnar’s “The 
Play’s the Thing.” Radio, of course: 
had him as a constant guest, with 
television even more eager to pre- 
sent him visually as well as aurally. 
In later years, he appeared on TV 
in operatic recitals and in programs 
with such popular entertainers as 
Martha Raye, Milton Berle, Patti 
Page, ete. In 1953 he had his own 
TV weekly show, “Bonino.” 

At 2 a.m. of May 9, 1957, at the 
age of 64, Ezio Pinza peacefully 
passed away in his sleep, surrounded 
by his family at his home in Stam- 
ford, Conn. 

Surprised and disappointed though 
we of the so-called “long-hair” set 
were when Pinza forsook opera for a 
more popular field of entertainment, 
our devotion to the great artist re- 
mained unshaken. As for his records, 
as time progressed they gained in 
value, especially the earlier ones — 
both the acoustical and electrical. In 
fact, some now top many a red G&T 
which only a few years ago were the 
rage of the collecting world. 

Everything about Pinza contrib- 
uted to his artistic grandeur: a 
large voice of individual masculine 
beauty, which he used with consum- 
mate skill and a nobility of line that 
was truly regal; his perfect sense of 
pitch;; his fine musicianship and 
good taste; his exceptional under- 
standing of what he sang. All this, 
in addition to a handsome appear- 
ance, winning personality, command- 
ing stage deportment and uncommon 
acting ability made of him the de- 
vastatingly glamorous figure behind 
the footlights that he was. 

To do justice to Pinza’s singing 
and his numerous records alone, 
space for a good-sized article is re- 
quired, which I will undoubtedly be 
tempted to do in the future. Mean- 
while, just a brief scanning of his 
recording activities: 

First were his acoustical “Milans” 
(1928-25), of which eight sides were 
issued by Victor on three 10” and one 
12” discs — each and every one a 
prize, especially his solos. Then, in 
1927, came his Victor orthophonics, 
and a more mature Pinza sounded 
even more glorious on the then new- 
process records. Other RCA Victor 
electricals followed until Columbia 
captured him in 1944, and finallly 
RCA claimed him back in 1951. 
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CHRISTINE NILSSON the Marguerite in 
both the opening performances of “Faust” 
—at the Metropolitan, and on tour, in 
Boston 





Among the Pinza recordings I’ve 
heard, there was never one that 
could be labeled bad. In the later 
ones age and wear, of course, took 
their toll. But even with a weakness 
here and there, he still always 
emerged a vocal colossus. 

At the time, it seemed amusing 
when I industriously took down on 
tape from TV over and over Some 
Enchanted Evening, Eh, cumpari, 
When You and I Were Young, Mag- 
gie, scenes from musical shows and 
Video presentations with Pinza in 
them. This unusual practice on my 
part was just to have another bit 
of the waning Pinza voice or some- 
thing he never recorded. Now, be- 
lieve me—I’m darn glad I did it! 


OPERA CARAVAN 

Adventures of the Metropolitan on 
Tour, 1883-1956, by Quaintance Ea- 
ton, published by Garrar, Straus and 
Cudahy, 101 Fifth Avenue, New 
York 3, N. Y. Price $7.00. 

At last—a book that was sorely 
needed by all opera lovers, and by 
us devotees of recorded operatic sing- 
ing in particular! As I think back: 
how many times, when writing, I 
desperately wished for the data about 
some artist’s appearances on _ the 
Met’s travels. And now, a short, ab- 
sorbing perusal of “Metropolitan Op- 
era Tour Casts” in Opera Caravan 
yields the activities of any member 
of the Met, up to 1956, who sang in 
the Company’s performances away 
from the New York House. 

Take Pinza as an example: my sub- 
ject for this month. Had I required 
a thorough account of all his Met- 
ropolitan appearances, I would have 
found in Opera Caravan that the 
famed basso sang his first “outside” 
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performance on November 2, 1926, 
in Brooklyn, as Raimondo in “Lucia.” 
Reading on, in the course of that 
season he did Pontifex in “La Ves- 
tale,” with Ponselle and Lauri-Vol- 
pi, in Philadelphia (Jan. 4, 1927); 
Brogni in “La Juive,” with Larsen- 
Todsen and Martinelli, also in the 
City of Brotherly Love (Feb. 15); 
Pimen, with Chaliapin as _ Boris, 
again in Philly (April 5); Spara- 
fucile in “Rigoletto,” with Galli-Cur- 
ci, Gigli and De Luca, in Baltimore 
April 20); Colline in “La Bohéme,” 
with Bori and Johnson, in Washing- 
ton (April 23. mat.); Archibaldo in 
“L’Amore dei Tre Re,” with Ponselle, 
Martinelli and Tibbett, in Atlanta 
(April 26); Padre Guardiano in “La 
Forza del Destino,” with Ponselle 
and Martinelli, in Atlanta (April 
29); Ramfis in “Aida,” with Pon- 
selle, Martinelli and De Luca, in 
Cleveland (May 2). And so on, un- 
til Pinza’s last appearance on Met- 
ropolitan tour as Don Giovanni, in 
Cleveland, on May 14, 1949. 

Fascinating, isn’t it? In this man- 
ner over half of Opera Caravun is 
devoted to the presentations of the 
journeying Met, from its first, 
“Faust,” in Boston, on December 26, 
1888, with Nilsson, Scalchi, Campa- 
nini, Del Puente, Novara, Emily Ia- 
blache and Contini in the cast, to the 
“Rigoletto,” in Toronto, on June 2, 
1956. 

While the second section of the 
book contains the above vita] infor- 
mation, the first is a bubbling narra- 
tive of the Company’s doings on the 
road. This includes accounts of com- 
petition, artistic accomplishments, 
idiosyncrasies of the operatic person- 
nel, historical facts and witty ‘anec- 
dotes. The well-blended results are 
presented by Quaintance Eaton in a 
delightfully brisk, crisp style. which 
never for a moment lets down the 
reader’s interest—from the first part, 
“Abbey’s Adventurers,” to the ninth 
and last, “Rudolf Bing: Old Borders, 
New Friends.” 

In fairness to the author, it must 
be noted that she expertly combines 
her own material with that of con- 
temporary writers, thus adding to 
the authoritativeness of the work. 
Similarly, in the “Tour Casts,” a 
question mark following a name or 
cast previous to 1917 which could not 
be ascertained, lends a note of de- 
pendability to the entire compilation. 

Opera Caravan is sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Opera Guild and has a 
foreword by Rudolf Bing. Many in- 
timate photographs of the Company 
in action contribute the visual charm 
without which this valuable book 
would not be complete.

The genial gentleman whose name 
appears at the head of this article 
occupies a warmly individual place 
in my esteem, for he is the first re- 
cording artist with whom I ever had 
the pleasure of speaking. 

That statement means just what it 
says. Edwin Whitney was not the 
first pioneer recording artist whom 
I had seen. I had heard a number of 
others, including some of the most 
famous, in their concert appearances. 
But he will always be memorable 
to me because he was the first I 
was privileged to shake by the hand 
and with whom I had a long, and to 
me, engrossingly interesting conver- 
sation—one which he also seemed to 
enjoy. 

I met Mr. Whitney on only the 
one occasion [ shall describe, and al- 
though, we occasionally exchanged 
letters afterward, I have not heard 
directly from him in many years. 
However, my old friend, “Uncle Jim” 
Harkins of the NBC Television De- 
partment, tells me that Edwin Whit- 
ney, who was at one time a Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company pro- 
gram director, iis now living in hap- 
py retirement at Pawling, N. Y.— 
a next door neighbor to the renowned 
news commentator, Lowell Thomas. 

Many HOBBIES readers will re- 
member the Chautauquas which used 
to make the rounds of the nation’s 
towns and smaller cities every sum- 
mer. The annual Chautauqua visi- 
tation was a great event in a com- 
munity’s cultural life, and although 
these productions, given in a large 
tent, were derided by the snobbishly 
inclined “intelligentsia,” they result- 
ed in millions of villagers acquir- 
ing a touch of, and perhaps a taste 
for the finer things. It was a Chau- 
tauqua that was responsible for my 
meeting Edwin Whitney. 

When the news came that the Chau- 
tauqua would soon be in town I wasn’t 
greatly interested, although I had 
pleasant recollections of having seen 
a Victor recording artist, William 
Sterling Battis, give some excellent 
impersonations of Dickens characters 
in one a couple of years before—an 
event that caused my brother Chad, 
then a primary school youngster, to 
go around for weeks afterward, imi- 
tating Battis, imitating the brain 


children of our favorite author. 
Chad’s delineation of Uriah Heep 
was a masterpiece of whining and 
writhing. But when I learned the fa- 
mous elocutionist, Edwin M. Whit- 
ney, was to be a feature of one 
night’s performance, my _ interest 
perked up. His “Walnut Story’ rec- 
ord had been a favorite in our fam- 
ily for years, and I wanted to see 
and hear in person the man who 
made it. 

Then I got the audacious idea I’d 
like to meet Mr. Whitney. It was 
not in my nature to obtrude myself 
upon a person of distinguished at- 
tainments, but I felt that if the no- 
ted entertainer realized I was one 
of his phonograph followers he 
wouldn’t mind exchanging a few 
words. So I approached the manager 
of the Chautauqua, told him that I 
would like a chance to talk briefly 
with Mr. Whitney, and explained 
why. He readily agreed to introduce 
me and asked me to come around 
that night about an hour before the 
performance would begin. 

You may be sure I did go, ac- 
companied by ateen-age friend, Lle- 
wellyn Elsbree (always known ‘as 
“Boss”), who went everywhere with 
me in those callow days, True to his 
word, the manager took me _ back 
stage and presented me to a rather 
slightly built gentleman attired in 
a blue suit that matched his eyes. 
His hair was white but his comple- 
xion was fresh, his face unlined and, 
in spite of the white hair, he had a 
surprisingly youthful look. We shook 
hands and he had spoken only a few 
words before I realized I was in the 
presence of a cultured gentleman and 
a man of high intelligence. 

He, on his part, understood I am 





DEATH OF EDWIN WHITNEY 

Since this article was written 
we have learned of Mr. Whitney’s 
death in a New York hospital on 
June 5, 

The veteran singer and elocu- 
tionist had been looking forward 
to the appearance of his _ bio- 
graphical sketch and we regret 
that it appears too late for him 
to see it. 
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sure, that he was being admired by 
a somewhat excited and impression- 
able youth. 

I told Mr. Whitney of the pleasure 
his record of “The Darkey and the 
Boys” hhad given all the members of 
my family, and asked if he knew 
where iit had originated. He said he 
had learned the story from a Virgi- 
nia-born humorist, the late Ralph 
Bingham, but didn’t know where 
Bingham had obtained it. I interrupt- 
ed to say I hadn’t heard Bingham 
was dead and to express my regret. 
(The maker of “Mrs. Rastus at the 
Telephone” was another comedy fa- 
vorite of mine). Mr. Whitney then 
told me Bingham had died a year 
or two before and gave some details 
of my fellow Richmonder’s death 
(like Bingham, I was born in Rich- 
mond), which I have forgotten. 

I asked the cordial gentleman how 
he happened to begin making rec- 
ords, and he said it was because Vic- 
tor engaged the Whitney Brothers 
Quartet to sing a series of “stand- 
ard” songs and gospel hymns, and 
he was the quartet’s second tenor. 

That also was news to me. For 
years I had been reading Victor cat- 
alogs in which records by the Whit- 
ney Brothers Quartet were followed 
by those of Edwin M. Whitney, “hu- 
morist and elocutionist,” but it had 
never occurred to me he was one of 
the quartet singers, 

I mentioned this and said I had 
read a death notice in The Billboard 
some time before about a _ singer 
whose name wasn’t Whitney but who 
was identified as a former member 
of the Whitney Brothers Quartet. 
Knowing that not all the Six Brown 
Brothers of saxophone sextet fame 
were really brothers, I’d had no trou- 
ble accepting this statement, but it 
seemed to annoy Mr, Whitnev. 

“Whoever that man was, he never 
sang in our quartet,” my Chautau- 
qua friend said. “I should know, for 
I was a member of the quartet until 
it disbanded. And all my brothers 
who sang in it are stil] living and in 
good health.” 

I asked Mr. Whitney what he 
thought of the Whitney Brothers 
records as compared to those made 
by the modern electrical method, 
and he said he thought they were 
very good, considering the time and 
circumstances under which they 
were made. He said that, as compared 
to electrical recordings, there was a 
lack of ‘“dynamics”—that is, strong 
contrasts between loud and soft and 
what musicians refer to, in paimter’s 
terms, as “light and shade’ — and 
that this lack of dynamics was more 
evident in their few Edison cylin- 
ders than in their Victor discs. 

“We had to be very careful,’ he 
said, “not to get too close to the 
horn, otherwise we would ‘blast.’ 
I remember somebody at Victor tell- 
ing me Schumann-Heink was inclined 
to crowd the horn, and they had sev- 
eral strong men—I] think it was six 
—to pull her back whenever she was 
about to let go with a loud, high note

—high, that is, for such a chesty 
contralto. 

“We met some nice fellows at Vic- 
tor,’ Mr. Whitney went on. “The 
manager of the artist and repertoire 
department was Harry Macdonough. 
No doubt you know of him?” 

I replied that I did and told Mr. 
Whitney something he didn’t know, 
that Macdonough, whose real name 
was John Scantlebury Macdonald, 
had recently left Victor after many 
faithful years with “His Master’s 
Voice” and was now a Columbia re- 
cording director, 

“Then,” the elocutionist went on, 
“J remember Rous, the assistant ar- 
tist and repertoire manager. He was 
also the baritone of the Hayden 
Quartet.” 

“J thought,” I said, “his name was 
S. H. Dudley. That’s what the record 
catalogs call him.” 

Mr. Whitney smiled. “His real 
name was Rous,” he said “Dudley 
was just an assumed name. But 
there was a well known colored come- 
dian whose name really was S, H. 
Dudley, and I was told they stayed 
in a constant mix-up from getting 
each others mail. Poor old Rous.” he 
added, with a sad look. “I understand 
he went blind, had to give up his 
job and now is just about down and 
out. Too bad, for he was such a nice 
fellow!” 

It just happened that a short time 
before I had written to Camden, ask- 
ing what had become of S. H. Dud- 
ley, and I was able to assure Mr. 
Whitney that the baritone’s plight 
wasn’t so bad as he feared. Rous, 
who wrote the first “Victor Book of 
the Opera” and was for years the 
company’s catalog: editor and supple- 
ment writer, had suffered severe eye- 
strain but had recovered, retired and 
was living comfortably in Southern 
France. 

Mr. Whitney said he thought the 
quartet made about 40 Victor rec- 
ords and perhaps a dozen for Edi- 
son. If they did a large percentage 
of their records went unissued by 
both concerns. I know of only four 
Edisons that were actually pub- 
lished, and can account for less than 
a score of Victor titles. I asked which 
he considered the best and he said 
emphatically: “Swanee River” (‘Old 
Folks at Home.’’) 

Then he mentioned something that 
greatly interested me. “Last fall,” he 
said, “I was playing an engagement 
in the Middle West when I saw that 
the Eight Famous Victor Artists 
were giving a concert that night. I 
went, and soon became convinced 
that those fellows gave the perfect 
light entertainment. They were all 
masters of whatever they had to do. 
When the intermission was called I 
went back stage and ran into the 
manager of the troupe, Henry Burr, 
who was standing in a doorway. As 
he turned and saw me, he said: “Your 
face is fiamiliar, but. hanged if I 
can place you. Where in h----have 
I seen you before?” 

“T don’t know,’ I replied. ‘What 
part of h--l did you come from?’

“Somehow that seemed to jog his 
memory. ‘Oh yes, I know now!’ he 
exclaimed. ‘Whitney Brothers Quar- 
tet—you were one of the quartet! 
Hey, fellows!’ He excitedly called the 
other members of the troupe, and I 
renewed my old acquaintance with 
Billy Murray, who of course, had 
been acting as master of ceremonies. 
Then I met the others who hadn’t 
been actively. recording in my phono- 
graph days. Carl Mathieu, first tenor; 
Stanley Baughman, baritone, and Jim 
Stanley, the bass of the Peerless 
Quartet; Monroe Silver, the ‘Cohen’ 
monologist; Sammy Herman, the 
xylophonist, and young Frank Banta, 
who seemed just a kid but had been 
playing piano for the troupe a good 
many years. We had a great time 
together, and the Eight really seemed 
to hate it when they had to go back 
and give the second half of the con- 
cert, instead of staying back stage 
and talking about the good old pho- 
nograph days.” 

I think the high point of our chat 
came when I told Mr. Whitney some- 
thing that I have since told many fa- 
mous recording artists — that as a 
small boy I operated, in imagination, 
the Walsh Talking Machine Compa- 
ny, and made out, in pencil tablets, 
a record catalog that came to con- 
tain thousands of titles. “And,” I 
said, “although you didn’t suspect it, 
Edwin M. Whitney was one of my 
artists.” 

At this Mr. Whitney gave a shout 
of delight and called the Chautau- 
qua manager. Turning to me, he 
said: “Tell him what you’ve just 
told me!” I repeated my statement, 
and the manager mentioned that one 
of the Chautauqua speakers, Ruth 
Bryan Owen, daughter of William 
Jennings Bryan, was “an Ortho- 
phonic Victrola fan” and went into 
Victor dealers’ shops to hear the new 
records wherever they traveled. Mr. 
Whitney expressed great admiration 
for the Orthophonic and its ability 
to reproduce large massed effects. He 
mentioned a record of “The Bells of 
St. Mary’s” by the Associated Glee 
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Clubs of America, in which 1,500 
voices had taken part, and said the 
Singing’ was transmitted over a tele- 
phone line into Victor’s New York 
laboratories, where the actual record- 
ing was done. 

A member of the Ellenor Cook folk 
dancing troupe, whose act preceded 
his, passed us and smiled significant- 
ly, I thought, to indicate he’d better 
be getting ready for his own con- 
tribution to the evening’s entertain- 
ment. So “Boss” and I took the beau- 
tiful young lady’s hint and said good- 
bye to Mr. Whitney. As we parted 
he slapped me on the back and ex- 
claimed, “All the luck in the world 
to you!” 

We youngsters then went out front, 
where in due time we enjoyed the 
Ellenor Cook dancers and watched 
Mr. Whitney give a one-man produc- 
tion of a three-act play, “The Man 
From Mars,” whose plot—a sermon 
against selfishness—seemed suggest- 
ed by Dickens’ “Christmas Carol” 
but was nevertheless gripping. As 
the newspaper review said the next 
day, “it was excellently given by 
Mr. Whitney, who impersonated at 
least a dozen characters and seemed 
an entire theatrical company in him- 
self.” 

So ended my first, and up to now, 
only “get-together” with the first re- 
cording artist I ever met, Edwin M. 
Whitney. 

Il Biographical Notes 

Despite the pleasure this meeting 
gave me, I still knew little about Ed- 
win Whitney’s life story. However, 
the 1988-39 edition of “Who’s Who 
a ee has since come to my 
aid. 

It identifies Edwin Morse Whitney 
as “an interpreter of plays,” (as he 
was in giving the one-man produc- 
tion of “A Message From Mars’), 
and says he was born March 17, 1877, 
at Parma Center, N. Y. Hence by 
the time this article appears he will 
be on the verge of observing his 
80th birthday or will have passed it. 

His father was the Rev. Edwin J. 
Whitney, and his mother before her 
mariage was Miss Myra C. Bentley 
Mr. Whitney was graduated in 1896 
from the high school at Castile, N. 
Y. Six years later he was graduated 
from the Emerson College of Ora- 
torv in Boston. 

On September 8, 1904, he married 
Miss Foss Lamprell of Malden, Mass. 
She died January 7, 1923. He mar- 
ried his second wife, the former Miss 
Emma Miller Bolenius of Lancaster, 
Pa., on July 29, 1933. 

As we already know, Edwin Whit- 
ney began his career (in 1902) as 
a reader and as second tenor of the 
Whitney Brothers Quartet. In 1912 
he became a reader of plays. After 
radio became popular, he went into 
broadeast work. In 1928, he became 
program director for the National 
Broadcasting Company — a position 
which he retained for several years. 

Much earlier, in 1914, he had 
founded and directed the Whitney 
Studios of Platform Art, and in sub- 
sequent years filled more than 5,000. 
engagements in public recitals. 
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At the age of 21, he enlisted in 
Arizona as a member of Company A, 
First Territorial Volunteers Infan- 
try, serving in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, and being advanced to 
first sergeant. He is a Republican, a 
Methodist and a 32nd degree Mason. 

Ill The Whitney Records 

The recording careers of both Ed- 
win M. Whitney as an elocutionist 
and a humorist and of the Whitney 
Brothers Quartet were confined to a 
two-year period, from late 1908 
through a part of 1910. However, one 
of their Edison cylinders, recorded 
during this time, was not issued un- 
til 1911. 

January, 1909, marked the first ap- 
pearance of the Whitney name in the 
Victor list. The quartet made its de- 
but on No. 5629, with a musical set- 
ting of Eugene Field’s poem, “The 
Little Red Drum.” Like most—per- 
haps all — of the Whitney records, 
this was unaccompanied. Catalog 
Editor, Sam Rous introduced the en- 
semble thus: 

This fine organization, which is 
composed of four brothers, is quite 
well “Known to patrons of the vari- 
ous Lyceum courses, and the brothers 
have thousands of admirers, especial- 
ly throughout the Middle West. . 

It is rare to find in one family four 
gifted sons; and rarer still to tind 
them with voices so placed that they 
can assume the several parts in a 
male quartet. The Whitney Brothers 
sing both classical and popular songs 
in a most artistic manner, and in 
their concerts give an entire eve- 
ning’s program without other assfst- 
ance, 


In spite of the praise the brothers’ 
work received, the unaccompanied 
singing and the nature of the song 
were perhaps too much out of the 
ordinary to appeal to the ‘average 
record buyer of almost 50 years ago. 
“The Little Red Drum” was not a 
big seller and stayed in the catalog 
only through May, 1912. 

The Whitneys were again on hand 
in February, with No. 5635, an old 
English glee, “Hail, Smiling Morn.” 
Said Ed Whitney’s old friend, Mr. 
Rous: “The quartet’s singing of this 
number is wholly admirable; the try- 
ing turns which each voice takes up 
in turn being rendered with a fa- 
cility which shows the most careful 
study and unlimited rehearsals,” 
This record, too, was not a spectacu- 
lar seller, but lasted longer than any 
of the other Whitney single-faced 
discs and remained in the catalog un- 
til May, 1913. It is odd that all the 
Whitney Quartet one-sided records, 
containing some favorite’ standard 
numbers, were comparatively poor 
sellers, but most of their double-faced 
discs remained consistent favorites 
for many years. 

Also in February appeared Edwin 
Whitney’s first recorded monolog, the 
already mentioned “Darky and the 
Boys.” No description was given oth- 
er than the sub-title, "The Walnut 
Story,” but this record, No. 5686, was 
for a long time one of the best sell- 
ing humorous numbers. In 1910 it 
was combined on No. 16661 with 


“The Old Oaken Bucket Parody,” by 
Nat M: Wills, and remained avail- 
able until 1923. The amusing story 


tells of two boys dividing walnuts 
they had gathered behind a high 
graveyard wall. An elderly Negro, 
walking past on the other side, hears 
them and decides the Lord and the 
Devil are inside, “dividin’ up de 
souls.” He runs and tells a white 
man, who scoffs but nevertheless ac- 
companies him to the wall. They ar- 
rive just in time to hear one of the 
boys say: “There, that’s all of 'em! 
Now we’ll get the two outside of the 
fence an’ we'll have ’em all!” 

“And they tell me,” Mr. Whitney 
concludes, in a drily unctuous voice, 
“that the white man beat the Negro 
running!” 

This monolog was of the type of 
comedy popular in the days before 
“racial stereotypes” were the butt of 
organized opposition, and by 1909 
standards it sold gratifyingly. 

A long time went by before more 
Whitney records were issued, but in 
September, 1909, there were three 
ten-inch and one twelve-inch by the 
quartet, Judging by the titles, all 
should have sold well and it’s sur- 
prising that none was taken into the 
double-faced list. The three smaller 
records all of which made their final 
appearance in the January, 1912 cat- 
alog, were: 5727, “Dixie”; 5728, 
“San Lucia,” and 5730, “How Can I 
Leave Thee?” 

That same month, a new monolog 
was offered by “Edwin Whitney, elo- 
cutionist.” It was No. 5740, “Roose- 
velt and the Darky.” The supplement 
said: 

Mr. Whitney, who is the second 
tenor and elocutionist of the Whitney 
Brothers Quartet, is pleasantly re- 
membered for his amusing ‘‘Darkey 
and the Boys” ... which has been 
most popular. A new record by this 
clever entertainer is now offered— 
a good story circulated about our late 
President, shortly after his return 
from that celebrated bear hunting 
trip in Louisiana, It will be admitted 
that the old darkey did what very 
few people in the world have been 
able to do; and really got the best 
of Theodore Roosevelt. 

The Roosevelt record didn’t sell as 
well as the “Walnut Story” and to- 
day is rather hard to find. And what 
was “that celebrated bear hunting 
trip?” The quartet’s first double-faced 
record came out in November, 1909. 
It was 16362, on which the brothers’ 
singing of a hymn, “Eternity,” was 
coupled with a “clear” and distinct 
reading” of the Twenty-Third Psalm 
and the Lord’s Prayer. The reader’s 
name wasn’t given, but he was Len 
Spencer, and his Columbia version of 
these readings was played at his fu- 
neral in December, 1914. 

In December, the Whitneys were 
represented with the beautiful old 
song, “Forsaken,” on one side of 
16369, coupled with “I ‘Cannot Sing 
the Old Songs,” by a husband and 
wife duet team, Elizabeth and Wil- 
liam Wheeler. On 16372, they sang 
“Home of the Soul,” which had on 
the reverse side, ”I Am Praying for 
You,” by Frank Stanley and Henry 
Burr. There was another Whitney 
monolog, “A Couple of Good Ones” 
(and they are!) combined with one 
of the best ragtime songs ever writ- 
ten, “Oh, That Yankiana Rag,” sung 
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by the greatest of all ragtime sing- 
ers, Billy Murray. 

It was probably also in this month 
that one of a series of “Special rec- 
ords,” which dealers were not ex- 
pected to carry in stock but could 
obtain on special order, was issued. 
It was 5746, “Grace Be Unto You,” 
a hymn by the Quartet with “greet- 
ings” spoken by Edwin Whitney. I 
have never found a copy of the ob- 
scure record, which lasted only 
through January, 1912 

The next double-faced disc in nu- 
merical sequence was 16401, “Sally 
In Our Alley,” whose “mate” was 
“Believe Me if All Those Endearing 
Young Charms,” a soprano solo by 
Elizabeth Wheeler. January, 1910, 
brought two Whitney Quartet offer- 
ings on record No, 164380, “Remem- 
ber Me, O Mighty’ One” . (sacred 
words to the melody of “The Soldier’s 
Farewell”) and “Galilee.” This was 
followed in February with 16441, 
“Jesus Saviour, Pilot Me” and “Light 
of Life,” on which the supplement 
commented: “The double records of 
hymns by the Whitney Brothers 
Quartet have been quite successsful, 
and the two numbers now offered are 
perhaps the best of the series.” 

March records included: “Nearer, 
My God To Thee,” by the Whitneys, 
combined on 16451 with “Yiela Not 
To Temptation,” by the Australian 
baritone, the late Percy Hemus. It 
also brought the final Edwin Whit- 
ney monolog, another Victor record 
I have never found: No. 16459, “A 
Phenomenon,” with, on the other 
side, “Experiences of a Commuter,” 
by the famous comedian, Lambs Club 
enthusiast and New York Giants 
rooter, Digby Bell, who died in 1917. 
The catalog description said: “Two 
amusing talks by two famous racon- 
teurs. Mr. Bell relates in his usual 
witty style some happenings in a 
railroad station; while Mr. Whitney 
gives us another of those darky sto- 
ries in which he is inimitable. A col- 
ored preacher, having used the word 
‘phenomenon,’ is hauled up before the 
congregation and forced to explain. 
He does!” 

A month later, Victor issued No. 
16454, “Old Folks at Home,” which I 
have already mentioned Mr. Whit- 
ney said he considered the best of 
the quartet’s records. It was com- 
bined with “Loch Lomond,” by that 
accomplished soprano, Elizabeth 
Wheeler. (She and her husband years 
ofterwards went to Ann Arbor, Mich- 
igan, where they headed the Univer- 
sity of Michigan music department 
and had, as a promising baritone pu- 
pil, Thomas E. Dewey, who was to 
become governor of New York sand 
twice a candidate for the presidency 
of the United States). Immediately 
afterward followed 16465, “The light 
of the World is Jesus,” coupled with 
“He Leadeth Me,” by Mr. and Mrs. 
Wheeler. 

And that was the last of the Whit- 
ney Quartet Victor recordings. In 
view of the obvious popularity of 
their “standard” songs, it is rather 
puzzling that they did not continue 
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to make other records. “Galilee,” 
“Home of the Soul,” “Remember Me, 
O Mighty One,” and “Sally in our 
Alley,” were still in the 1925 cat- 
elog, aS was “Eternity,” which had 
been remade in 1924 by the Shan- 
non Quartet. They were removed only 
because of the introduction of the elec- 
trical recording process, and when, 
in 1927, a catalog of records of spe- 
cial personal and historic interest 
was issued, No, 16480, 16862 (in the 
remade Shannon version) and 16372 
were included. 


1V The Whitney’s Edison Records 

As has already been said, the 
Whitney Brothers made only a few 
Edison cylinders; or at least a mere 
handful were ever issued. No. 10230, 
a two-minute version of “Santa Lu- 
cia,” was announced in October, 1909. 
The supplement said: “This record 
introduces a new combination of ar- 
tists to the Edison public. The Whit- 
ney Brothers’ Quartet, as its name 
indicates, is composed of four broth- 
ers, all of whom possess remarkably 
fine voices. Their work is truly ar- 
tistic.” 

In the same month, a four minute 
record of “Love’s Old Sweet Song,” 
also was issued with the comment: 
“The first Amberol record by this 
quartet. This record, together with 
the one shown in the list of two-min- 
ute selections, will put the Whitney 
Brothers in a high niche among Edi- 
son artists.” 

In order to build up its catalog of 
the recently introduced four-minute 
Amberols, Edison also issued in Oc- 
tober, 1909, a special list of 50 addi- 
tiona] titles. One was 280, “Sally in 
our Alley.” The supplement said: 
“This old English song is given an 
effective rendition by this remarkable 
quartet of brothers, whose work is 
a little different in character from 
any similar organization we have 
had, It shows the great pains they 
have taken to perfect themselves in 
quartet singing.” 

The only other Edison cylinder by 
the Whitneys did not appear until 
August, 1911. It was a two-minute 
rendition (No. 10510) of “Forsaken,” 
and was announced as follows: 


This grand old song with its beau- 
tiful melody and rich harmonies is 
well adapted for quartet singing. In 
the hands of the Whitney Brothers 
it shapes itself into a record which 
must eventually find a place in col- 
lections of the better grade. The ar- 
tistic rendering of the number by 
this quartet of capable artists is 
pleasantly reminiscent of their superb 
rendition of ‘‘Love’s Old Sweet Song”’ 
and “Santa (Lucia.’’ 


Concerning ‘“Love’s Old Sweet 
Song,” the March, 1911, complete 
Edison record catalog, had lavished 
high praise by saying: “This favorite 
sentimental ballad was never given 
a more delightful reproduction any- 
where than is here presented.” In 
view of such enthusiasm, it’s a pity 
Edison didn’t see fit to issue more 
of Whitney records. All those men- 
tioned here were cut when wax cy- 
linders were abandoned late in 1912 
~ = gd of the unbreakable Blue Am- 
erols, 
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PIONEER PHONOGRAPH SONG.—This is an illustration of the cover design 
of possibly the first song ever written about the phonograph. A few months after 
Edison invented the phonograph in 1877, a 16-year-old boy, Henry Holden Huss, 
wrote “The Song of Mister Phonograph,” which was published in 1878 by G. 
Schirmer and sung at the phonograph exhibitions then being given in New York. 
It was the first published composition of Huss, who became a noted composer of 
serious music in a career that lasted 75 years. Notice the music was published 
under the pen name of H. H. H. von O’Graph. After Huss’ death five copies of 
the sheet music were found in his effects by his widow. His nephew, B. A. 
Lascelles of Kew Gardens, N. Y., sent a copy to Jim Walsh. 





V_ Conclusion 

And so ends the story of the re- 
cording career of Edwin M. Whit- 
ney and his three brothers of the 
Whitney Quartet. Not having been in 
touch with Mr. Whitney in recent 
years, I do not know whether ail, or 
any, of his brothers are stil] living. 
But they were fine artists whose 
memory can never be entirely forgot- 
ten as long as their records survive. 
As for Edwin Whitney, he will al- 
ways have my affectionate warm 
wishes for the reasons I set forth in 
the beginning of this article. I hope 
that he will enjoy many happy years 
of retirement in his beautiful home 
at Pawling. 

Several months after the foregoing 
article was written I became wor- 
ried ‘because there was no photo- 
graph of Mr. Whitney to go with it, 


and decided to try to again obtain 
one. So I wrote to “Uncle Jim” Har- 
kins, of the National Broadcasting 
Company, and asked if any photos re- 
mained from Mr. Whitney’s associa- 
tion with the network. He was able 
to find only a clipping from Radio 
Guide of December 14, 1931, but as 
a result of “Uncle Jim’s efforts I 
had a long distance telephone conver- 
sation, the night of May 11, with 
Mrs, Jean Whitney, which resulted in 
the accompanying photo being sent 
to me. I also exchanged a few words 
with Mr. Whitney, but he suffers 
from a severe asthmatic condition 
that made it necessary for him te 
cut the conversation short. 

From Mrs. Whitney I learned the 
Whitney Brothers Quartet was com- 
posed of Alvin, first tenor, now dead; 
Edwin, second tenor and professional

Q. Was there ever a parade wagon 
patterned after the old woman in the 
shoe idea? 


A. Such a wagon was built in 
1888 for the Barnum and Bailey 
Circus. It was entitled “The Old 
Woman in the Shoe.” It was built 
when James A. Bailey decided to 
have a series of fairy tale floats 
in the parade, which he called the 
childrens’ section of the street parade. 
At various times this wagon was 
used by Cole Bros, and by Ringling 
Bros. Circus. 


Q. When was the first light plant 
used to light a circus performance? 


A. The earliest mechanically oper- 
ated light plant in a circus was a 
slow speed, on-lung horizontal, 
engine-belted set employed by the 
Ringling Brothers about 1910. It 
gave much trouble and spectators had 
to be kept away from its long belt. 


Q. I’ve heard that a ski jump was 
once featured in a circus. Do you 
have any information about this? 


A. In 1907 the Barnum and Bailey 
Circus featured such a ski jump by 
a Captain Carl Howelson. 


Q. It is said that P. T. Barnum’s 
famous Jumbo, the elephant, had a 
fabulous appetite. Do you have any 
facts about what he ate? 


A. It is reported that Jumbo ate 
the following for his daily ration: 
200 pounds of hay, two bushels of 
oats, ten loaves of bread, a barrel 
of potatoes, two or more quarts of 
— and an occasional keg of 
eer, 


Q. What were Jumbo’s actual 


measurements ? 


A. According to the Museum. of 
Natural History, Jumbo was 10 feet, 
nine inches tall.

Q. What happened to Jumbo after 
he died? 


A. Jumbo was mounted and dis- 
played by the circus for several years. 
Later his skeleton was given to the 
Museum of Natural Hastory, where 
it may now be seen. His hide was 
reconstructed and mounted and placed 
in the Barnum Museum at Tufts Col- 
lege, Medford, Mass. Barnum was 
once on the board of directors of 
this college. 


Q. Was the Dailey Circus on the 
road in 1948? 


A. Yes, They played a number of 
dates in the Midwest that year. The 
show was a five-railroad car show. 
One of the main attractions was the 
baby elephant named “Butch.” A 
contest was held in each city among 
the children patrons to try and find 
a new name for “Butch.” Any boy 
or girl under twelve years of age, 
who attended the circus, could sug- 
gest a new name by dropping that 
name into a receptacle at the en- 
trance to the big top. The winner 
was to be given five hundred dollars 
and a trip to the winter quarters 
of the show in Gonzales, Tex, 


Q. Does Emmett Kelly ever get a 
haircut ? 


A. It is said that Kelly gets only 
two haircuts a year, and even then 
the barber leaves his hair long for it 
is an integral part of his clown 
characterization. 


Q. Is there a school for clowns in 
Paris? 


A. I know nothing about this school 
other than that First Sergeant Elmer 
C. Linquist, veteran of two world 
wars, received a sheepskin from a 
Paris clown school during his time in 
the army of occupation following 
World War I, and in 1947 started 
clowning full time for the Sparks 
Circus. 


Q. Are most clowns unhappy? 


A. It is not true that all clowns 
hide an aching heart. Stories about 
unhappy Pagliaccis of the Big Top 
have always fascinated the public. 
Some can be traced to an original 
source of woe, while others can only 
be said to exist as part of the 
legend of clowndom. But, by and 
large, most clowns are happy per- 
sons and according to Dexter Fel- 
lows, one of the great circus press 
agents of all time, a clown’s aim in 
life is to provoke laughter, not to 


cover up a melancholy disposition.

Audubon’s: Miraculous 
Escapes From Death 
And Danger 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


At times, quixotic Fate has turned 
man’s success into immediate catas- 
trophe by suddenly destroying his 
newly completed accomplishments. 
And frequently they were achieved 
only after long years of struggle, 
sacrifice and poverty. 

Thomas Carlyle had just finished 
the ponderous first volume of his 
French Revolution history when ev- 
ery scrap of the irreplaceable man- 
uscript was burned accidentally. 
Likewise, Edward Livingston perse- 
vered for three years on his famed 
code of Louisianian law only to see 
it go up in flames in an instant. 
Another adopted Louisianian, John 
James Audubon suffered an even 
greater calamity. 

Having traveled and toiled for 
many years to obtain accurate and 
realistic representations of Amer- 
ican wildlife, he found that in a 
night two rats had destroyed two 
hundred of his original drawings. 
Containing the detailed figures of 
more than a thousand birds, this col- 
lection was the first of its kind and 
the backbone of the artist’s proposed 
first volume of “Ornithological Biog- 
raphy” whose popularity continues 
today as “The Birds of America.” 

This loss was doubly significant. 
Besides obliterating the pictures, it 
almost caused the loss of Audubon 
himself. For, through the circum- 
stances the loss occasioned, Audubon 
barely missed being murdered. And 
had not Fate again intervened, it 
is highly probable that the dis- 
appearance of the artist would still 
be an unsolved mystery.

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Had this obscure episode been suc- 
cessful, it could have drastically af- 
fected the progress of ornithology 
and art. Even so, it slowed the prog- 
ress by three years, For, unlike Car- 
lyle and Livingston, Audubon, after 
the initial shock, did not recover from 
the colossal loss. However, the cir- 
cumstances were vastly different. 
The two authors still had the orig- 
inal stationary sources and refer- 
ences on which to draw in beginning 
all over again, which they imme- 
diately did due to encouragement and 
financial support of friends. 

In contrast, the artist was dealing 
with unpredictable life, the elusive 
wild inhabitants of far flung sec- 
tions, and they must be found again. 
Also, Audubon was deep in debt. He 
himself was penniless and his clothes 
were ragged; the only sign of his 
early affluent life was a handsome 
gold watch and chain that formerly 
had served as a fancy adornment, 
but now in his travels was a tech- 
nical necessity as a time piece. He 
wore it on the gold chain around 
his neck. 

His only incentive to start over 
again to replace his lost drawings 
was the unswerving faith of nis 
wife who supported herself and the 
children by teaching school. She was 
confident of his eventual success and 
insisted he continue his work as a 
naturalist, although it meant long 
separations and continuous poverty. 

Audubon never forgot the sensa- 
tions experienced when he made the 
startling discovery his pictures were 
all gone except a few bits of gnawed 
paper upon which tne rats had 
reared a family of young ones, “The 
burning heat,” he said, “which in- 
stantly rushed through my brain, 
was too great to be endured, without 
affecting the whole of my nervous 
system. I slept not for several nights, 
and the days passed like days of 
oblivion—until the animal powers be- 
ing recalled into action, through the 
strength of my constitution, I took 
up my gun, my note book, and my 
pencils, and went forth to the woods 
as gayly as if nothing had hap- 
pened.” 

His dog went along, too. And in 
less than three years, Audubon had 
his portfolio filled again. It was dur- 
ing this period that he encountered 
the murder plot, the only time in his 
twenty years of wanderings that his 
life was threatened by man. 

This occurred while returning 
from the upper Mississippi when Au- 
dubon had to cross one of the wide 
prairies in that region. Accompanied 
only by his dog he walked all day. 
As night approached, through the 
dusk he saw a faint light far off. 
Heading for it, the artist found it 
came from the window of a crude 
log hut, At the door he was met by 
a tall Indian woman, sloppily garbed. 

To Audubon’s inquiry if he might 
take shelter under her roof for the 
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night, she assented in a gruff voice. 
He entered the hut which was light- 
ed only by a blazing fire in the fire- 
place opposite the low window. Sit- 
ting on a wooden stool, Audubon 
warmed himself and when his eyes 
were accustomed to the weird light 
of the hut, he looked around and saw 
a strange sight which he described 
as “a finely formed young Indian, 
his head resting between his hands, 
with his elbows on his knees, seated 
in the center of the cabin; he moved 
not, he apparently breathed not. His 
face was covered with blood. A long 
bow stood against the wall, while 
a quantity of arrows and two or 
three black raccoon-skins lay at his 


feet. ;

Famed “September Morn,” 


on Special Display at Met 


Set against red flock wallpaper 
with an urn of ferns at her feet, she 
still remains as reluctant and chilly 
as she did 45 years ago when her 
modest nudity created a furor of ar- 
tistic acclaim, thundering denuncia- 
tions and heated defenses. The paint- 
ing is “September Morn,” by Paul 
Chabas, probably one of the most 
controversial of this century. After 
a vexed and checkered history the 
work was recently presented to The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art through 
the generosity of an anonymous do- 
nor. It was on display in the Great 
Hall through the month of Septem- 


r. 

Time has broadened the tolerance 
of ali self-appointed and fanatic 
guardians of American morals, but 
in its day “September Morn” was 
noisily declared a corrupting men- 
ace in a dozen cities. A misty view 
of a lake in early sunlight with a 
self-conscious nude about to inch her 
way into the chilly water, the paint- 
ing was well received at the 1912 
Salon exhibition in Paris. The artist 
Paul Chabas was already established 
in the front rank of fashionable 
painters of the day, having won the 
Prix National at the 1899 Salon, and 
been made a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor in 1902. Naked maidens 
frolicking in water had long been his 
favorite subject. ’ 

Indignant protests began to arise 
only after copies of “September 
Morn” had crossed the Atlantic and 
were appearing in art stores by 1913. 
In an energetic editorial in May of 
that year, titled “Prurient Prudes at 
Work,” the New York Times revort- 
ed the effort in several cities of the 
Middle West to prevent and, if pos- 
sible, to punish the public exhibition 
of the painting. “This picture, though 
a ‘nude,’ happens to be as delicate 
and innocent as it is beautiful.” “No 
moralist except those who would ban- 
ish entirely the undraped figure from 
art can condemn this painting, and 
such banishment, of course, is _hon- 
estly considered in any way desir- 
able or expedient only by moralists 
who are from the standpoint of 
aesthetics in a complete state of bar- 
barism.” Thus, the Times. 

Several days later Anthony Com- 
stock, head of the New York Society 
for the Suppression of Vice, was of- 
fended by what he saw in the win- 
dow of a West 46th Street art store. 


“There’s too little morning and too 
much maid; take it out!” Irritated 
on learning of the visit, the manager 
promptly put the picture back on dis- 
play. The assault received wide pub- 
licity and “September Morn” was 
on its way to becoming a national 
cause célébre. Comstock and the pub- 
lisher of the copies hotly argued the 
morals of the case in newspapers. 
Thousands of people descended on 
West 46th Street, as the New York 
Timés was moved to another stirring 
editorial. During the months to come 
the notoriety of “September Morn” 
pecame a publicity man’s dream. The 
picture was denounced by the Civic 
Purity League of Watertown, N. Y., 
banned from the mails by the United 
States Post Office Department, the 
cause of arrest of a New Orleans art 
dealer, immortalized in popular song, 
and blessed with judicial sanction in 
a Chicago lawsuit. Sales of copies 
were phenomenal. 
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“September Morn” was painted on 
the shore of Lake Annecy in Up- 
per Savoy with a peasant girl as the 
model. It was first bought by a 
wealthy Russian who took it to St. 
Petersburg in 1913. Time passed and 
the painting was long believed to 
have been destroyed in the Russian 
Revolution when the United Press 
discovered it in 1935 in the fabled 
Gulbenkian collection, in Paris. 

In the quarter century elapsed, 
Paul Chabas (1869-1987) had become 
president of the veteran and conser- 
vative Société des Artistes Francais. 
When asked if he had profited from 
the millions of copies of his most fa- 
mous painting, the artist replied: 
“Not a sou. Although several for- 
tunes have been made from my pic- 
ture, nobody has been thoughtful 
enough to send me even a box of 
cigars.” His work was represented in 
several] museums in Europe, by this 
time, including the Luxembourg, 
though Chabas was reported to be 
in comparatively stringent financial 
straits. After the astounding and to- 
tally unexpected success of “Septem- 
ber Morn,” Chabas had taken the 
trouble to copyright the next nude 
which he exhibited at the Salon; but 
the ways of sudden fame are myste- 
rious, and nothing ever came of it.

The Target Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





Cannons and guns as a toy item have always had 


popular appeal to boys. In the field of mechanical banks 
there is a select group of the cannon type of bank and 
this would logically seem as though it should have been 
a popular group and thus more or less easily available 
to the mechanical bank collector of today. This, however, 
for some reason is not the case as the only mechanical 
bank in this group that is somewhat common is the 
Artillery Bank. All the others are quite scarce and 
rather hard to find. A fine example of this interesting 
group is the Target Bank, our choice as No. 58 in the 
numerical classification of the mechanical banks. 


The Target Bank was patented March 20, 1877 bv 
Louis C, Hoffmeister of Philadelphia, Pa., and one half 
his right was assigned to H. M. Beidler, also of Philadel- 
phia. The action of the bank, which is rather unique, 
is well covered in the patent papers as is the unusual 
feature of two coin slots for the admission of small 
and large coins. The actual manufacturer of the bank, 
to the best of the writer’s knowledge, is unknown. The 
writer has never seen any old catalogs or similar ma- 
terial referring to or picturing the bank. Also, unfortu- 
nately, there are no markings or distinctive features 
that are indicative of any particular manufacturer, Beid- 
ler may have been connected with some concern who 


made the bank, however, this possibility has not been 
established one way or the other. 


The specimen pictured is from the fine collection 
of Mr. L. C. Hegarty. It was found in the Duncans- 
ville-Hollidaysburg section of Pennsylvania. The bank 
is in nice original condition, however, the target part 
is missing. This part was originally located in front 
of the cannon. It fit into the front of what Hoffmeister 
in his patent papers referred to as the “house.” This 
target was like a conventional target with circular rings, 
however, a coin slot ran horizontally across the face 
at the center. In addition the target was so located in 
the house that a semi-circular rest was formed in front 
of the target and this provided for larger coins to rest 
against the target. An aperture was located in front 
of the target for the entrance of coins used in this man- 
ner. Thus the target itself provided two coin slots, one 
in the center for small coins and one in front for larger 
coins. 


To operate the bank the firing rod, which runs 
through the barrel of the cannon, is pulled back into 
the position shown in the picture. A coin, according to 
the size, is then placed horizontally in the target or in 
front of the target. Upon releasing the catch at the 
end of the carriage the rod springs forward striking 
the coin, shooting it through the target into the house 
from whence it drops into the bank. This action is with 
the smaller coins, When using larger coins the rod 
strikes the flat surface of the coin pushing it against the 
target and the coin then drops into the bank. 


The bank is attractively painted. The sides of the 
fort are grey with red edging, the bottom base and the 
house are blue. The cannon barrel is grey and the 
carriage is red. The name, “The Target Bank,” appears 
on the side as shown in the picture. 


The Target Bank is somewhat similar to Hold The 
Fort and it is interesting to note that both banks were 
patented in the same year. However, the mechanism 
and operation of each bank is quite different. Very few 
of the Target Banks have turned up so far and it is 
another difficult item to add to a collection.

Isaac Heron--Tory Watchmaker 


A search of municipal records and 
newspapers of the past for items con- 
cerning clock and watchmakers in- 
evitably brings to light many inter- 
esting facets of American life as 
mirrored by civil records or adver- 
tisements. An example is the case 
of the Tory watchmaker of Man- 
hattan—Isaac Heron. 

The first item relating to Heron 
was an advertisement which appeared 
in the July 2. 1764 issue of THE 
NEW YORK MERCURY in which he 
advertised that: 


“All sorts of Watches, Clocks, 
Jewelry and Plate, repair’d in the 
best manner and upon reasonable 
Terms, by Isaac Heron, in Bound- 
Brook, New Jersey...” 


He went on to warrant the perform- 
ance of all watches repaired by him 
for one year, and those he sold he 
warranted for a term of years ac- 
cording to their value, provided that 
their failure was not the result of 
accident or mishandling. 

Two years later he published a long 
statement in the NEW-YORK GA- 
ZETTE in the issue of May 5, 1766 
stating that he was repairing compli- 
cated and other watches “at Mr. 
Stuyvesant’s Vendue-House, opposite 
the Meal Market, New York.” He 
took occasion to thank his former 
clients in Bound-Brook and he pro- 
ceeded to list a number of stores in 
New Jersey towns where work could 
be left for him, including New Bruns- 
wick, Elizabeth-Town, Newark, Hack- 
et’s-Town and Morris-Town. 

In 1768, two years later, he was 
still established at the Vendue-House 
of Mr. Stuyvesant ana ». added in 
his advertisement that for his watch 
repairs he would take old gold, silver 
and lace in exchange. By 1770 he had 
ventured more extensively into the 
jewlery line and included “Earings 
of Paste and Marquisette, Enamell 
and Ditto, and Mother O’pearl and 
ditto, some Wax and Jet ditto, 
Lockett buttons by the card or pair, 
Etwees, Enamell’d Snuff Boxes, 
plated Buckles, etc. All of which he 
will sell at a very low rate.” 

At the same time he publicized the 
sale of a noble and elegant Musical 
Clock, a Gold Repeating Watch to be 
“sold at (nearly) currency for Sterl- 
ing.” He apparently has his prob- 
lems for he went on to add that

“He humbly entreats thuse who 
are indebted to him to pay as 
soon as convenient, lest his 
Creditors should begin to think 
it inconvenient to trust him long- 
er. Those who have Watches in 
his Care above six Months, are 
requested to call for them.” 


Heron was very plain spoken a- 
bout his merchandise as well as 
about political matters, and on April 
15, 1771, he inserted the following 
ad in the NEW-YORK GAZETTE: 


“At the Sign of the Arch’d Dial, 
by the upper End of the Coffee- 
House Bridge; Isaac Heron, 
Watch-Maker, has an assortment 
of Watches, and the best, second, 
third, fourth, fifth, bad and 
worse Sorts; some very neat, 
some very ugly, and others - so, 
so; most of them in plain and a 
few, engrav’d, gold, silver, gilt, 
and shagreen’d, double and single 
Cases; some he warrants for a 
long Time; some for a shorter 
ee ae others for no Time at 
aus... 


Heron showed himself to be a most 
solicitous merchant for in January 
1773 he advised the public as follows: 


“The Inhabitants are desired to 
be careful of their Doors, Win- 
dows, &c. as there are a set of 
House breakers now in Town. 
Some of them broke off one of 
the Shutters, and a Pane of 
Isaac Heron’s Shop Window, on 
Sunday the 27th ult. so early as 
9 o’Clock in the Night, The Noise 
alarmed the Family, and the 
Villains made off. 

Isaac Heron presents his Compli- 
ments to those Gentry, and con- 
gratulates them on their getting 
so clean off, on a night so very 
dirty and wet. If they choose to 
return, during the cold Season, 
he will take care to provide 
them a warm reception. And will 
endeavor to prevail upon them 
to leave behind e’re they go, 
some proof of their Identity; such 
as an amputated Limb, or, even 
a Snuff box full of Brains. The 
latter may be of Use to our very 
vigilant City Watch, though, it 
is thought they sleen pretty 
sound with the few they have 
got.” 


Heron seems to have lived quietly 
for a spell, doing a brisk business. 
and importing warranted watches 
from England as well as items of 
jewelry. But by 1775 he began to 
feel the pinch again and in the 
GAZETTEER for November 16th of 
that year he published an impassioned 
plea: 


“Isaac Heron...He _ earnestly,. 
yet humbly entreats those in- 
debted to him, that they will be 
as speedy as possible in dis- 
chargeing the same (however 
small the sum) and assist him, 
in his laudable exertions to crawl 
from under the debt he owes. Be- 
sides, he begs they will deign to 
consider he has a large family, 
and that market-money really 
becomes exceedingly scarce.” 


His troubles seemed to grow with 
the years, for the following October 
he inserted another interesting ad- 
vertisement: 

“A Capp’d Silver Watch, H. 
Thomas, maker, No. 5000, stolen. 
Isaac Heron will amply reward 
any person who shall produce it, 
or the thief. Said Heron wants 
journeymen and materials, such 
as sizeable springs, glasses, &c. 


Indeed, his case is pretty similar 
to that of their High and Mighti- 
nesses, the Congress, L--d d-- 
them! (He hopes those three 
simple consonants won’t offend 
them) ‘who, before the extinction 
of their northern army, wanted 
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Your Local Museum and 
Library are worthy of 
your whole-hearted 
support and en- 
couragement

In the GAZETTE of February 3, 
1777, Isaac Heron prefixed a list of 
stolen watches as follows: 

“Stolen out of Isaac Heron’s shop 
at different times since the rebel 
varlets meanly stole out of town: 
a silver watch... etc.” 


In June of the same year Heron could 
not contain his resentment against 
the opponents of the British rule any 
longer, and he utilized another ad- 
vertisement to vent his spleen: 
“Isaac Heron, Coffee - House 
Bridge, a fresh importation of 
Watches in silver, green skin, 
gray skin, blue-skin*, and tortoise 
shell cases, for either SCX... 
*Ye Blue-skins! will you say I 
allude to you? Well you may, ye 
cursed varlets! Who can view the 
eonsequences of your baneful 
politicks, and not despise and 
detest you, But, vain Wretches! 
it is not to you I advertise. 
Strangers should be informed, 
that in this province, the epithet 
Blue-skin was that by which, in 
the infancy of the rebellion those 
ingrates were distinguished from 
Royalists or real patriots.” 


The final notice that appeared 
over Heron’s name in the New York 
newspapers is to be found in THE 
—— GAZETTE for September 9. 
1778: 

“Isaac Heron, Determines to em- 
bark in the first European fleet, 
and as he means to make a decent 
exit, he entreats those whom he 
has the honour to call his Debt- 
ors, that they enable him to put 
his creditors in good humour; by 
immediately discharging their 
several accounts. The few things 
remaining on hand, he will sell 
for first cost.”

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Heron finally departed for England 
after having disposed of his watch- 
making business to John Thompson 
at the same location, as indicated in 
an advertisement in THE ROYAL 
GAZETTE which appeared a month 
later, on October 28, 1778: 


“Whereas the subscriber has in 
his possession a number of 
Watches, which were left to his 
care by Mr. Isaac Heron, late 
of this city, watchmaker, Public 
notice is hereby given to those 
gentlemen who put watches in 
his hands, and have not received 
them, that they will be pleased 
to call upon the subscriber at the 
house of Mr. William Thorne, in 
Hanover-square, where he is 
ready to deliver them to the 
several owners, The subscriber 
also carries on the Watch-making 
Business at said house, where the 
public may be supplied with all 
sorts of gold and silver watches, 
and watch chains of every kind. 
He particularly requests the 
favour of Mr. Heron’s late 
customers, and assures the public 
in general, that they shall be 
served with the greatest ex- 
pedition and punctuality. John 
Thompson.” 


For lack of additional documen- 
tation, it must be assumed that Heron 
returned to England and was allowed 
a more peaceful existence for his 
remaining years. No record has been 
found of his work in England, but

MOVEMENTS 
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Our Heritage---The Spoon Mold 


So much is said in this mid-twen- 
tieth century concerning the heritage 
that is ours, the American heritage. 
Indeed this is a rich heritage, right 
from the: “When in the course of 
human events it becomes necessary 
for one people—” down to the latest 
act of Congress or the last contribu- 
tion of scientific research. Our leg- 
acies are composed of works of art; 
of music; of literary masterpieces; 
of legal documents and decisions of 
the highest courts; of the thinking of 
ministers, philosophers, and _ diplo- 
mats; of the council of wise teach- 
ers; of the pioneers blazing the for- 
ests; of the engineers ripping down 
the mountains and building up the 
valleys to string out a series of high- 
Ways or railroads. Myriad are the 
[i ee, that could swell the 


But I am wondering how vital do we 
consider the heritage of little things, 
seemingly unimportant things? 
The work of the primitive 
farmer or simple craftsman? In the 
joy of those former luxuries of the 
home which now we count as mere 
essentials? These thoughts have 
haunted me since first I saw an old 
spoon mold. Every time I look upon 
it, that spoon mold cries out to me, 
“Tell my story; sing my praises; re- 
capture the importance that once was 
mine.” But I, like the average child 
of the progressive age, have (in spite 
of my fascination for the old mold) 
spent my energies upon the more 
glamorous. The battle now is over. 
Old Spoon Mold, you are the victor, 
and you have me enthralled within 
your clutches of fascination and bill 
of indebtedness for my heritage. I 
submit to that spell and tell yoar 
story. 


My forefathers pushed back the 
wilderness, felled the trees, raised 
log huts and furnished them. Crude 
furnishings they were, for few were 
the materials brought over from the 
old country, and slow was the prog- 
ress in a new land formerly inhabited 
by Indians. Among the furnishings 
there had to be the necessary uten- 
sils for cooking and serving the food. 
And my ingenious ancestors devised

means for supplying these _necessi- 
ties. Crude were many, no doubt. 

The material that lent itself most 
easily and satisfactorily for use in 
making spoons was pewter, because 
pewter could be molded—a process 
that the pioneer could effect with 
minimum equipment. So, the mold 
must be formed of a harder sub- 
stance. For this he used iron. 

When I found the old spoon mold 
among the spoons and kindred ob- 
jects in the collection of Mrs. J. C. 
Mitchell of Boca Raton, Florida, I 
was entranced by the story it told 
of colonial spoon molding. Here is an 
iron mold, consisting of two pieces 
that clamp tightly together. One side 
of the mold, along its handle, is 
grooved and curved in a manner to 
produce the simple design of the 
spoon handle on the finished product. 
The other side of the mold has the 
bowl grooved in the manner neces- 
sary for forming the rat-tail imprint 
on the reverse of the spoon bowl. At 
the tip of the bowl of the mold is 
the mouth-like opening for receiving 
the molten pewter. And so the mold 
would be filled, clamped together, and 
the waiting period would begin. 
When the melted pewter had proper- 
ly cooled and set, the mold was 


opened, and out came a new spoon 
for the household. 

Fortunate am I, who, intrigued by 
the process, found that Mrs. Mitch- 
ell’s spoon mold had its spoon left 
in it—perhaps the last to be made

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before progress came along and 
showed a more beautiful product, a 
more efficient way of providing the 
home of my forefathers with these 
household essentials. A more beauti- 
ful way, yes, but not a more roman- 
tic way, for the old spoon mold (and 
its old pewter spoon) did what the 
finest of modern-day silver does not 
always do—help to build a_heritage 
of which posterity can proudly boast. 

Perhaps there were thousands of 
spoon molds in those pre-Revolutio- 
nary days; perhaps each household 
had its own in those days when each 
home had to be self-sufficient—before 
the days of commercialization and 
mass production, Yet, I generalize, 
in conclusion, that not every spoon 
collector has one of the old pieces 
that went into the foundation of that 
early American life, now rightly re- 
ferred to as Our Heritage. 

So, I neatly place together the 
two portions of the old spoon mold, 
sandwiching between them their old 
pewter spoon; I tie the old dirty 
linen string (which some of my an- 
cestors delegated for this task) 
around the handle, and I fondly lay 
it in its place among a collection, 
more glamorous, but not more glori- 
ous. 

So, dirty, black old mold, 
Your story I have told; 
Release me from your spell, 
More glamorous tales to tell.

@: 1s more work required of a 
circus clown today than it once was? 


A: Clowns have always been hard 
workers, The clown’s appearance on 
the sawdust, which begins with the 
opening grand spectacie, is almost 
continuous. And unless he is one of 
the very select few of clowndom, he 
has to perform in three different cate- 
gories during each performance: pro- 
duction numbers, walk-arounds, and 
stops. 


A production number is the type 
of feature most closely related to a 
theatrical skit. All of the clowns 
with a show will turn out to take 
part in this kind of funny business. 
The Burning House stunt is perhaps 
one of the best examples of this kind 
of funfare. 


A walk-around is known as a “sight 
gag.” This is the number in which 
a clown is chased up a center pole 
by a tiny pig, or in which a clown is 
pursued around the ring by a papier- 
mache tiger or skeleton fastened to 
the seat of his pants. 


But it is the “stop” that is consid- 
ered the real challenge to a clown. 
Buzzy Potts, who moved on to the 
Big One from the Al G. Kelly-Miller 
Bros. Circus, performed one of the 
best stops of modern-day clowning. 
Buzzy would enter the ring wearing 
a large, sporty coat. Upon opening 
the coat, two fox terriers would jump 
out and start dashing around him in 
quick, excited circles. All of a sud- 
den the two dogs would seemingly dis- 
appear. Buzzy would look everywhere 
for his furry friends, and then would 
finally give up and turn his back 
to the audience to reveal the 
two terriers sitting with their paws 
up on a wooden seat attached to his 
backside. It never failed to stir an 
audience with laughter and apprecia- 
tion. 


Q. How long was the Christy Bros. 
circus on the road? 


A. This show was organized in 
1912 and gave its last performance in

in the world of dolls 


The doll in the accompanying pho- 
tographic illustration looks like a 
piece of fine statuary; it is so ex- 
yt and so beautifully modelled, 

ut the mark “B. Bru 3” proclaims 
it to be one of the much sought- 
after doll, the Bru. The name is 
magic in the world of antique dolls. 
Every collector wants at least one 
bearing the name. The proud and 
happy owner of the doll pictured is 
Mrs. Lyle Schmid of Milwaukee, Wis. 
She calls it La Marquise. At this 
writing, the doll is being shown at 
the Bowers Memorial Museum, Santa 
Ana, Calif. 

Child dolls are the most numer- 
ous in the Bru family, but even 
these are rare. The average lady Bru 
Jooks so much like a lady Jumeau 
that unless it is marked, could easily 
be mistaken for the latter. The doll 
in question, however, is quite differ- 
ent from anything the writer has 
ever seen from either the Bru or the 
Jumeau factory. Of course it was not 
meant to be a child’s plaything, for 
the head is twenty inches tall and 
fourteen inches across the shoulders 
and weighs about thirty pounds. Mrs. 
Schmid, in telling about it says:

“When I first saw this head with its 
large, expressive eyes and Mona Lisa 
smile, it took my breath away. It 
was like looking into the eyes of a 
human being. I ran my fingers over 
the exquisite bisque, and it was like 
feeling my own head. Every curve, 
every indentation of the human head 
is duplicated by Bru. It is the most 
perfect piece of sculpture I have 
ever seen. The eyes are a deep gray- 
blue and protrude beyond the eye 
opening, but do not pop out as in 
the little girl dolls. These are set 
like the human eye but are larger 
than the latter. The chin is pointed 
and dimpled, the head set on the long 
neck with a downward slant, the nose 
long and straight with a sensitive 
curve to the nostrils. The coloring 
could be likened to that of a healthy 
young woman, the smooth bisque 
without shine except for the nose, 
which gives the head a more life- 
like appearance. The wig was made 
by a European artist, Marie Antov- 
nette Roman, and placed over a cork 
plate. Each curl is filled with lamb’s 
wool. Nothing seems to be known of 
this head and bust, but it is con- 
structed like the head which accom- 
panies the swivel-necked, kid-bodied 
Bru child, with holes at the shoul- 
ders for inset arms. The modelling, 
of course, is quite different, for this 
depicts a grown woman. She has a 
swivel neck, and the back is rounded 
into a most life-like slope.” Her pen- 
sive smile and calm mein remind one 
of a phrase in a song which reads 
“When I learn to live serenely cares 
will cease.” ‘ 

In regard to La Marquise Mrs. 
Coulter writes to Mrs. Schmid, “My 
personal opinion does not have 
weight, but I am positive in my own 
mind that the figure is a portrait. 
When it has been returned to you 
and you have had time to study it 
thoughtfully and minutely, I think 
that you will agree with me that the 
two sides of her face are as differ- 
ent as are'those of our own. I can- 
not believe that a sculptor would 
have done this. except as he was 
portraying an individual. 


The head was found by Virginia 
Lake, a member of the United Fed- 
eration of Doll Clubs, who lives in 
Paris, She had been commissioned by 
Mrs. Schmid to try and find some- 
thing unusual to be exhibited at the 
Charles W, Bowers Memorial Mu- 
seum in Santa Ana, Calif., since this 
is the year the Federation of Doll 
Clubs have their annual exhibition 
in California, and Mrs. Coultier, the 
curator of the Museum, was eager 
to have something especially interest- 
ing to collectors who would attend. 
A year was spent in looking for some- 
thing really different and it was not 
until three weeks before the exhibi- 
tion of dolls in the Museum was to 
open that a cablegram came telling 
about this “find”. Mrs. Lake says 
that the bust came directly from a 
family that collected fine bisque 
pieces for years, and that it has had 
only two owners, both in the same 
family. The latter lived near the Bas- 
sin d’ Archon, which is between Bor- 
deaux and the Spanish border. 

Mrs. Schmid says that every deal- 
er in Paris and surrounding areas 
knew that Mrs, Lake was looking for 
something in the doll line that was 
rare, different and very special. The 
doll was a week late in coming, but 
in the meantime Mrs. Coulter had 
prepared a lovely setting for her, “in 
the very center of what we call] ‘the 
jewel case.’” She goes on to say, 
“From a favorite hat I removed 
plumes for her hair, and around her 
throat and hanging from her ears 
are my choicest ‘jewels.’ Stiff pink, 
silver-threaded net frames her shout- 
ders, making her completely irresist- 
ible.” ; 

Later Mrs. Coulter, in writing Mrs. 
Schmid says, “I can hardly wait for 
you to hear the exclamations of 
amazement and delight that one 
hears nearly every time the door 
opens and your beautiful and gor- 
geous Bru meets the eye.” 

At this writing the annual exhibi- 
tion of the Federation of Doll Clubs 
has not yet taken place, Collectors 
who attend will have a chance to see 
this surprise in the world of dolls.

The Traveling Exhibition Service 
of the Smithsonian Institution, Wash- 
ington, D. C., has recently issued 3 
pamphlets listing various exhibitions 
which are available for loan purpos- 
es. One brochure lists various Chil- 
dren’s Art Exhibitions, another lists 
Architectural Exhibitions, and anoth- 
er Design and Crafts Exhibitions. In 
addition to a brief description of the 
exhibit the folder gives the rental 
fee and the space required for the 
exhibit and weight. The Traveling 
Exhibition Service began in Septem- 
ber, 1951, with Mrs, Annemarie Pope 
in charge. Since its beginning six 
years ago the Service has circulated 
more than 200 shows, in this country 
and abroad, It has also brought for- 
eign shows to this country. . Mrs. 
Pope was awarded the Order of 
Merit of the Federal Republic of 
Germany in 1956 for “Assisting and 
preeminently in restoring the tradi- 
tional friendship” between the 
United States and Germany. This 
was a result of the fine group of 
shows which Mrs. Pope inaugurated 
portraying German drawings, archi- 
tecture, art books and contemporary 
prints and drawings. Since its be- 
ginnings the Service has paid its own 
way without the aid of government 
funds. Charges for the exhibits pay 
al] expenses. 
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The Detroit Historical Museum is 
currently exhibiting some model fire 
engines built by Clarence C. Woodard 
who is renowned for his work of this 
kind. Some of the models on display 
were given to the museum by Mr. 
Woodard and others are from his own 
collection. The fire trucks are con- 
structed of metal and wood to %” 
scale. An aerial ladder truck is par- 
ticularly interesting. It took two and 
one-halt months to build and has 
over a thousand parts. It includes a 
life net, chemical line, axes, sledges 
and extinguishers; warning lamps re- 
volve, the steering mechanism works 
and ladders are raised by a spring 
operated hoist.

“Some Chinese Collections in New 
Jersey” is a new exhibit recently 
opened at the Newark Museum, 
Newark, N. J. It represents the 
private collections of three New Jer- 
sey doctors. The exhibit to be shown 
through October 6, contains more 
than seventy objects most of which 
were found in ancient tombs. The 
collection of Dr. Paul Singer of Sum- 
mit is made up largely of pottery and 
bronzes but also includes ancient 
jades, gold, glass, lacquers, wood, 
stone and bone carvings. Some of the 
objects represent the earliest arche- 
ological evidences of Chinese culture. 
A bronze bell from the pre-Anyang 
Shang culture (before 1300 B. C.) 
probably pre-dates all but the earliest 
of the bronze sacrificial vessels, Bones 
dating from about the fourteenth cen- 
tury B. C. contain the earliest inscrip- 
tions in China. An oracle bone of this 
type is shown in the exhibit. Some 
objects in the Singer collection are 
from the tombs of the State of Ch’u 
at Ch’ang-sha, about the 5th to 3rd 
century B. C., Eastern Chou era. 
Objects of pottery and bronze from 
the small but unusual collection of 
Dr. Leonard Berman of Summit are 
also shown. Objects in the collections 
of Dr. Singer and Dr. Berman range 
from pre - historic times through 
China’s Classical period, the Tang 
dynasty (A. D. 618-907). 

Dr. and Mrs. John V. Kohlhepp of 
Glen Ridge have several fine large 
scroll paintings of the Ming dynasty. 
These formerly hung during the 18th 
century in the great Ch’ien Lung 
Emperor’s Summer palace at Jehol. 
The scrolls showing colorful and 
imaginative portraits of emperors, 
generals and statesmen still have 
their original mounts. 

Some rare oriental coins from the 
museum’s collection are also dis- 
played.

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Where Would We Be Except 
For Jewels?

And, as most histories mention 
briefly, the Queen had to pawn her 
jewels for the costly enterprise of 
purchasing and equipping three ships 
to sail into the unknown, mysteri- 
ous “Sea of Darkness” under the com- 
mand of the Italian weaver turned 
sailor and navigator, Christopher 
‘Columbus. 

Prior to 1492, royalty had made a 
practice of pawning jewels for cen- 
turies, especially in England. In fact, 
when the British crown jewels were 
worn by the King and his family at 
state affairs and festivals, they were 
like a barometer silently proclaiming 
the dove of peace hovered over the 
nation and the exchequer was solvent. 

For during turbulent war times the 
crown jewels frequently disappeared 
and their whereabouts were known 
to only a few. When the barons re- 
belled during the latter part of the 
reign of Henry III, he lost no time 
in sending the jewels and the royal 
plate to Margaret, Queen of France. 

She stored them safely in the Tem- 
ple at Paris. There later, after exam- 
ining them, a group of French mer- 
chants accepted them in this deposi- 
tory as security for funds they ad- 
vanced to the English king. For by 
then his finances had been greatly re- 
duced in trying to conquer the bellig- 
erent barons, In 1272 the jewels were 
redeemed and returned to London. 

The expensive wars in which Ed- 
ward III engaged made it necessary 
to pawn all the crown jewels to the 
merchants of Flanders in 1338. Proof 


that they were finally redeemed is 
disclosed by an old record. It states 
that on the accession of Edward’s 
grandson, Richard II, certain crown 
jewels were turned over to the Bishop 
of London and the Earl of Arundel 
as security for the sum of ten thou- 
sand pounds the monarch had bor- 
rowed from John Philpot and other 
London merchants. 

Beginning in 1415, Henry V had 
to pawn the crown jewels several 
times to finance his wars. He pledged 
“the pusan,” a richly jeweled collar 
to the Mayor and Commonalty of 
London for ten thousand marks. The 
following year, having obtained large 
sums from nobility and others, he 
empowered Thomas Chitterne, keeper 
of the jewels, to deliver them to those 
persons as pledges for the payment 
of their respective loans, 

The tragic Henry VI, who wrote 
“Kingdoms are but cares,’ also had 
to pawn his jewels. Records of these 
transactions are revealing as they 
list rare and ornate jeweled articles 
that by 1862 had vanished completely 
from the crown collection. Their mys- 
terious disappearance remains unex- 
plained except for tthe supposition 
they were never redeemed or were 
lost or stolen. 

One item was discovered in 1814 
This was an ornate sceptre found hid- 
den in the wainscoting of the Tower 
of London where the jewels were 
kept. The value and exquisite work- 
manship of the vanished articles is 
indicated in the records, one of which 
reads: . 

“In the seventeenth year of this 
king’s reign, the following articles 
were delivered, by the advice of his 
Council to Henry, Bishop of Winches- 
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ter, as security for a loan of seven 
thousand marks: 

“A pusan of gold, called the rich 
collar, a sword of gold called the 
sword of Spaigne, a tablet of gold 
in the manner of a boke, a tablet 
of St. George, a pusan of gold called 
Iklynyton Collar, 17 saylers of gold, 
whereof the oon is a man, and the 
other woman holdying the saler (sic) 
in her handes, ij (sic) pottees of 
gold.’ ” 

This lost treasure trove also in- 
cluded a chalice, qa tablet of gold de- 
picting “The Salutation of the Vir- 
gin,” a jeweled image of St. George, 
“a standing-dish of gold” and “other 
articles.” 

A few years later this same king, 
Henry VI, deposited other crown jew- 
els with Humphrey, Earl of Buck- 
ingham, as security for part of a 
sum owed to him for his own wages 
and for the payment of soldiers un- 
der his command at the seige of Ca- 
lais. This agreement specified that in 
event the money was not repaid at 
the end of twelve months to the Earl, 


he was at liberty to sell the jewels.

“Treasure Trove” 
BUTTONS FROM A 
SPANISH GALLEON 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Sometime between 1592 and 1609, 
a Spanish treasure ship went to the 
bottom off the Bermuda reefs, A year 
or two ago, two Bermudian divers, 
Edward Tucker and Robert Canton, 
discovered the submerged wreck and 
the treasure it contained. Among the 
objects salvaged were ship’s arma- 
ment and furnishings, many coins, 
{mostly silver “pieces-of-eight’’), 
jewelry and a quantity of bars and 
other roughly cast pieces of gold. 

Of greatest interest to Button Col- 
lectors are three buttons, made of 
gold and pearl, and illustrated here- 
with. I am able to show and describe 
these buttons through the courtesy 
and kindness of Mr. Frederick L. 
Hamilton of Bermuda, who photo- 
graphed the “treasure trove,” and 
of the Jilustrated London News, 
which featured the discovery of the 
treasure.* 

The buttons appear to be in as 
good condition as when they were 
placed aboard the galleon, three hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. Note the 
fine workmanship: the smoothly fin- 
ished backs, the sturdy shanks, and 
the method by which the pearls are 
held in their settings. 

From the fact that some of the 
gold bars are impressed with the 
word “Pinto,” it is believed that the 
gold came from the river Pinto, in 
Columbia, Also, the cabochon eme- 
ralds, set in a magnificent gold and 
emerald ‘Cross, are thought to be of 
Columbian origin. So it seems prob- 
able that both Cross and butt-ns 
were made in the New World, after 
Spanish designs. 

For whom these beautiful buttons 
were made—whether for a man or a 
woman, even—can only be conjec- 
tured, now. But we cannot help won- 
dering what prince or prelate, what 
rich merchant or haughty Don or- 
dered them made, to adorn his per- 
son or to give away. Whatever their 
original destination, they never 
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reached it; instead of decorating 
some gorgeous gown or doublet, to 
be worn, perhaps, at the Spanish 
Court, they lay for three hundred 
years or more in “Davy Jones’ Lock- 
er”. It is pleasant to know that they 
have been rescued at last, and that, 
eventually, they will find a place in 
some museum or private collection.** 
—relics of a lost Golden Age, and a 
fitting memorial to the unknown 
eraftsman who fashioned them.

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The Hemony 
BELLS 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


“The real pleasure of a hobby,” 
says Harold Lloyd, “lies in its ability 
to obsess you, to drive you on, to 
pull you into its complexities, so you 
try to see if you can overcome them.” 

Were Mr. Lloyd a bell collector, 
doubtless he would feel greatly chal- 
lenged by the many puzzling ques- 
tions surrounding so-calleq Hemony 
bells, questions to which no one as 
yet has found satisfactory answers. 

Upon coming into possession of a 
Hemony bell, collectors invariably 
delve into reference books to check 
biographical data on the bell-found- 
er whose name forms a part of the 
customary inscription around the rim 
of each bell. Results of such search- 
ing end only in perplexity, for the 
full inscription including date of 
casting usually reads F. Hemony Me 
Fecit Anno 1569. Yet, Frans Hemony 
lived during the years 1609-1667. 

If we accept these lifetime dates 
for Frans Hemony, we must also ac- 
cept the fact that to all appearances 
he did not himself cast the small 
handbells bearing his name and the 
year 1569. The discrepancy between 
the casting date on the bells and the 


dates covered by Frans’ life span 
have given rise to several theories 
and to prolonged research on the part 
of interested collectors. 

Preparatory to examining these 
theories, however, it might be well 
to sketch briefly what is known of 
the Hemony family and their work 
in bell making. 

Both Frans and his younger broth- 
er Pieter (1619-1680) were natives 
of Lorraine, but they established 
their first bell foundry at the Duten 
town of Zutfen in 1640. Here, five 
years later, the brothers Hemony 
made their first carillon for the 
Winehouse tower at Zutfen. So sat- 
isfactory was it that the city fathers 
issued a long written testimonial de- 
celaring the carillon “to be not only 
good, but surpassing all other caril- 
lons in the vicinity.” 

By 1657 Frans had moved to Am- 
sterdam where he was received with 
great consideration, for the reputa- 
tion of the Hemonys was spreading 
rapidly and many towns were buy- 
ing carillons of them. Knowing 
Frans’ talent and honesty, the city 
of Amsterdam assigned him with- 
out cost a building for his foundry. 
At the same time they entrusted 
him with the making of carillons for 
five towers. 

Pieter joined his elder brother in 
Amsterdam sometime during the 
year 1664, and after Frans’ death 
he conducted the foundry alone un- 
til his own death on February 17, 
1680. Curiously, the date of Pieter’s

death coincides with the calendar’s 
Holy Day for the patron saint of all 
bell-founders. 

Altogether the Hemony brothers 
cast scores of ringing bells and caril- 
lons. Almost half of the existing car- 
illons in the Netherlands today, as 
well as many in other countries, are 
the work of this noted family. While 
of moderate education, Frans and 
Pieter became the most skilful 
craftsmen of their day in producing 
bells of exceptional beauty; and they 
possessed a remarkable faculty for 
tuning their bells. Yet they were not 
without competition in 17th century 
Holland; for this was the era when 
Dutch artistic genius was manifest- 
ing itself in many ways, including 
the making of carillons. The Van 
den Gheyns and the Dumerys and 
the Petits were other producers of 
excellent carillons, to name only a 
few. 

Of the two Hemony brothers the 
name of Frans, the elder, is better 
known to collectors since his name 
appears on so many handbell inscrip- 
tions. His younger brother, Pieter, 
was no less well known in 17th cen- 
tury Holland. It was he who went 
so far as to write the first published 
booklet on carillons to present cer- 
tain of his theories. It was Pieter, 
too, who carried on extensive corres- 
pondence revealing the family’s 
friendship with great personalities 
of the day. 

Knowing something of the Hemo- 
ny’s fame, collectors are naturally 
eager to believe that handbells 
marked F. Hemony Me Fecit Anno 
1569 were made by the master found- 
er, Frans Hemony. And indeed many 
fine handbells have been the by-prod- 
uct of various carillon makers. In the 
case of the Hemony bells, however, 
the recurring problem is how to ex- 
plain the 16th century casting date 
in the inscription. 

By some quirk, could an error in 
making the mold have resulted in 
two numbers being interchanged so 
that the intended year 1659 (at the 
height of Frans’ career) became the 
year 1569 (before he was born?) 
This theory seems unlikely, consider- 
ing Frans’ careful methods. A man 
of his repute would scarcely have 
permitted falsely inscribed bells to 
leave his foundry. 

Was Frans perhaps the name of 
the Hemony brothers’ father or oth- 
er older relative who might have 
been casting bells in 1569? Their 
father and uncle, as it happens, did 
some bell making; but the father was 
Bloise by name and there appears 
to be no record of the uncle’s name. 

Still wanting somehow to claim 
Hemony association for their bells, 
some collectors raise the question of 
whether a family descendant or other 
successor may have cast bells with 
their noted predecessor’s name but 
with careless errors in date. Accepting 
such a theory would certainly reflect 
no credit on the apprentice training 
which the Hemony brothers gave 
their young craftsmen. However, rec- 
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This rare old type of Hemony bell, dif- 
ferent from the usual small handbells, 
weighs over 5 Ibs. The noble lady whose 
head and shoulders form the bell is wear- 
ing a medieval wimple. Angels playing 
early musical instruments decorate the 
bell in lieu of the usual figures in com- 
bat. A unique feature is the inscription 
placed midway up the bell and not around 
the lower edge. Very few of these bells 
are known to be in private collections.

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ords do reveal a number of appren- 
tices who carried on bell-making at 
the Hemony factory even after Pie- 
ter’s death. One of these was a 
nephew by the name of Mammes Fre- 
my and of him Pieter wrote to his 
good friend Prior de Loose: “He is 
now able to found such bells as Your 
Reverence desires; I hope in time he 
will learn also to tune well... .” * 

In her delightful Hemony pamph- 
let, now out of print, Mary Nye 
Hayes points out the curious fact 
that some variations in date du ap- 
pear on a few Hemony bells. She 
calls attention to one dated 1596 and 
several dated 1669. But, as Mrs. 
Hayes states, though interesting to 
note, these variations do nothing to 
clarify one’s attempts to identify 
these small handbells with the fa- 
mous carillon maker, Frans Hemony. 

In trying to form any sensible 
conclusion as to the origin of their 
Hemony bells, collectors would do 
well to note the consensus of Euro- 
pean authorities who are well agreed 
that the bells in question were not 
cast by Frans Hemony. We quote 
from a letter by Dr. W. van der Elst, 
Holland’s foremost Hemony-connois- 
seur: “The table bells you name are 
also acquainted in Holland. They are 
mystification of this century, made 
by an unscrupulous founder who did 
not know the just dates of our fa- 
mous founder.” 

Writing to a New England gentle- 
man, Dr, Leewenberg, curator of the 
Netherlands National Museum, 
speaks even more pointedly when he 
says, “I must tell you that I am very 
doubtful with respect to the bell you 
are describing me. The name F. 
Hemony in the 16th century would 
be a novelty to us. Many forgeries 
of bells and mortars with this name 
are in circulation.” 

Forgeries they may be, according 
to the best authorities, but this does 
not alter the fact that these bells 
continue to attract collectors, espe- 
cially if the bells are genuinely old 
and not modern reproductions. The 
scenes and figures around the skirt 
never fai] to intrigue one’s imagina- 
tion, while the handles are quaint 
and infinitely varied. 

Where the average collector is 
pleased to own two or three Hemony 
bells, there are those who count 
theirs by the half dozen. The late 
Major Walter Whitley owned six fine 
and varied specimens. Miss Anna 
Knowlton and Mr. A. 'C. Meyer each 
have an interesting assortment of 
half a dozen. In the latter’s group is 
a Hemony bell with bagpipe player 
as a handle. Other handles in this 
grouping include one that is a stand- 
ing bear, and one is a young squire 
holding a club and a shield. 

Variations among Hemony bells 
belonging to other collectors may be 
noted in the accompanying pictures 
with their detailed captions.

THE DESK SET 


and Desk Accessories

As you spin down the highway 
these bright October days, or read 
with eager eyes the ads in this issue 
you will be ever aware of the joy 
of finding the unexpected. 

As you continue vour happy journ- 
ey, if you are like I am, you become 
aware of inkwells or inkstands in 
various materials. 

Under porcelain you may find items 
in Lowestoft, Chelsea, Dresden, 
Tucker, Sevres, Wedgwood, and many 
of Staffordshire, all names to reckon 
with. You also find them in Salt 
Glaze, in Pottery, and in Stoneware. 


You may even find one in Benning- 
ton Rockingham. 

In metals you may run into ink- 
wells in silver, brass, pewter, iron, 
bronze and if you are lucky, in gold. 
You will also find them in painted 
tin. There are items in wood, 
stencilled, lacquered and inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl, and you will also 
find hand carved ones. 

The inkwells in glass are partic- 
ularly attractive, for they come in 
all the glowing colors as well as in 
clear glass, including amber, canary, 
amethyst, olive green, deep blue, and 
in striped Nailsea and Lutz glass. In 
fact you will find these lovely little 
treasures in almost every media, and 
from leading old glass factories. 
Very tricky ones are to be found in 
glass, colored and clear, moulded in 
one piece with a spout like feature, 
into which the pen ‘was dipped, for 
the cover was part of the inkwell 
itself, and not removable. These 
alone would make a stunning and 
interesting collection, As a guide to 
age... The earliest were called stand- 
ishes or inkstands, and date from the 
time of the Stuarts. Found mostly 
in silver, they were rectangular boxes 
and were used into the 18th century. 
Then came a tray like arrangement, 
containing three receptacles. One 
for ink, another for sand or pounce,

the third for seals. Often there were 
small indentations for quill pens, and 
at times there were receptacles for 
sealing wax and for candles to heat 
the wax. By the way, the sand or 
pounce was used to dry the ink on 
the paper, and was the fore-runner of 
blotting paper which did not come 
into use until the middle 1800's. 

When the 19th century rolled 
around, it brought many departures 
in form and substance. Some of 
these are in excellent taste, while 
others, though usable and adding a 
decorative note to certain type desks 
are important only from the stand- 
point of improved patent features. 
A few of this type are shown in 
the collection. The 19th century 
proved a prolific field for the aspiring 
inventor, and his fertile brain pro- 
duced many helpful gadgets in the 
lingo of today. 

Among these are the little traveling 
inkwells. They were my late hus- 
band’s favorites, and are definitely 
interesting, for they ‘were popular be- 
fore the general use of, but not the 
invention of the fountain pen. These 
are found in silver, brass, some few 
in pinchbeck and here and there in 
fine leather. The latest little treas- 
ure is in painted tin, in a lovely 
shade of green. A small unstop- 
pered glass bottle is encased within 
these metal holders. The lid is com- 
pressed by a spring, and forms a per- 
fect safeguard against the slightest 
leakage, Two in the collection were 
sent to me by a lady whose brother 
had been in Egypt excavating at the 
Tomb of the Pharos. They were 
part of the accessories of a specially 
fitted suitcase. One is for ink, the 
other for small wax matches or 
tapers. They were more practical 
than the wooden match which often 
became damp. When lighted, these 
tiny matches or tapers, could stand 
upright in the receptacle, much like 
a candle. Then another of this type 
of traveling well came from a suit- 
case found in Caledonian Market, per- 
haps from the effects of another 
archeologist. A quite different one 
came from a gentleman who was 
about to leave on a mission of ex- 
ploration. He had been using this 
little inkwell as a paper-weight. It 
is the most unusual in the collection 
of Traveling Wells. On the release of 
a spring the wooden frame moves 
away, and forms an easel for the 
pewter inkwell. 

In passing, it is interesting to 
note that a patent was granted in the 
Colonies as early as 1723, to one D. 
Hyde, for a reservoir pen using a 
quill pen point, and by 1830 a foun- 
tain pen ‘with a steel nib was market- 
ed by an English firm. Steel nibs 
were invented about 1805 but not 
generally used until some years later. 
About 1884, Mr. L, E. Waterman 
designed and patented the first 
fountain pen with capillary action.

gathered in, and to these have been 
added many exquisite little pens in 
pearl with gold nibs and holders, as 
well as those of other media. Two 
of which I am very partial are, (1) 
a beautiful small moss agate with a 
perfect tree formation. (2) A brown- 
ish amethyst onyx with several 
stratas of white. They are slender 
beautiful items. ; 

There are others in one of a kind, 
as bone, lacquer, silver, gold, and one 
in a paste simulating carnelian. There 
are two in glass with points brought 
to a sharp end. One is hollow, the 
other striped in white with double 
finials, of green and blue glass. 
Then from the World’s Fair of 1893 
have come souvenirs, One, an alumin- 
um quill shaped pen with steel nib, 
marked Columbian Exposition, 
Worlds Fair, Chicago, 1893, and two 
feather quills with steel nibs, marked, 
Northern Pacific Railroad, Red 
Feather Line. 

Lovely little Seals were used to 
put the finishing touch to the few 
drops of hot sealing wax, with which 
folded letter sheets were sealed. 
After envelopes were invented sealing 
wax and private seals continued to 
be used for a time. Many are in 
rock crystal, while others are in 
colored glass or paste. Those for 
feminine use are definitely sentiment- 
al. One depicts a heart in which is 
engraved in tiniest letters, “We two 
are one.” Another shows two military 
heads, on either side of the seal, 
intaglio fashion, “I know my Re- 
deemer liveth,” reads another, and 
“Good Night” sent a special little 
greeting to one away from home. A 
beautiful little pearl handled seal 
bears the name Fanny on a silver 
shield, Those that seem particularly 
masculine are as follows. A large 
handled one in purple onyx with 
stratas of white. It bears the name 
Rouse on a silver shield. Another 
in simulated carnelian, one in brass, 
with the head of a hero wearing 
Laurel Wreath, in intaglio. A com- 
pletely utilitarian one in white metal, 
with a waffle like seal. Last, but 
not least, is one with six sides, 
whose owner must have been both 
thrifty and ‘whimsical. Several of 
the designs are...“You owe me a 
letter.” “An engine with a high 
smoke stack.” One reading “Hotel 
Service” showing a knife and fork, 
One of a fisherman, and the others 
I cannot decipher, Then there was 
the practical pen-wiper used into the 
turn of the century, and gracing so 
many writing desks, for they were 
useful as well as ornamental. Many 
of these were labors of love, designed 
and worked by the same hand. They 
were made for Christmas and Birth- 
day remembrances, at a time ‘when 
simpler gifts were the order of the 
day. I have several of these as fol- 
lows. One is of French grey and 
black circles, folded in fours and re- 
sembling a flower, It is still very 
smart, of felt, and in pristine con- 
dition, with the name of the recipient 
pinned to the wiper. A second is 


a large creamy water-lily, of felt, 
resting on leaves of green felt, the 
stamen worked in yellow silk. A

third, in the shape of a child’s mitten 
in cream felt with two layers of pink 
felt, A lovely thing to lay beside an 
alabaster inkwell, together with a 
pearl handled pen. Then one in the 
softest chamois skin, cut in circles, 
scalloped, folded in halves, tied ‘with 
pink baby ribbon. Can’t you visualize 
the users of these little trifles. 
Dainty young maidens, who set their 
art of penmanship to the occasional 
dreamy letter, or to writing in Gift 
Albums. However, as I look over 
these little penwipers, I am reminded 
of a Birthday of Louisa M. Alcott, 
on which she was sent a lovely pen- 
wiper. A pink Carnation in felt. 
Because of illness, she was at the 
time working against odds to com- 
plete a charming book, “A Garland 
for Girls.” I like to feel that this 
dainty but utilitarian piece, lifted her 
spirits and gladdened her task. 

Of course the letter opener was 
also a “must” on the desks of yester- 
day, large and handsome pieces like 
the one in shining silver and steel, 
bearing the Coat of Arms of Canada. 
It was sent to us by my sister and 
her husband, while they were honey- 
mooning at Niagara Falls. Another 
dainty small piece bears the minia- 
ture figure of Napoleon, in fine 
brass, 

It’s a long step from the fountain 
pen with quill nib, patented in 1723, 
to our modern fountain pen, whose 
fore-runner was the fountain pen 
with capillary action, patented by 
Waterman in 1884. The fountain 
pens that have come along since 
have been many and wonderful, in- 
cluding the_ slender, beautifully 
shaped ones for the modern writing 
desk, I am reminded of an inkstand, 
a beauty with green onyx base, carry- 
ing a desk clock with frame of green 
onyx, and holders for a fountain pen 
and pencil, each bearing the Cadillac 
Crest. This stand is a kind of Re- 
ward of Merit, which came to my 
husband for outstanding perform- 
ance, and is inscribed to him. It is 
a business piece, definitely masculine 
in feeling, of which he ‘was very 
proud. It is the most treasured in 
my collection. ' 





And now we are down to the ball 
point pen, approved heartily by some, 
maligned by others. I use mine 
gratefully, and have many lined up 
as I work. They are cheerful looking 
and remind me of Joseph’s Coat of 
many colors. 

“DIG THIS” remarked my young 
niece as she presented me with my 
latest ball point. It is of cream 
plastic resembling a lovely enamel, 
and is set with brilliants. To cap 
all this the filler is perfumed. 

It was Bulwer Lytton who wrote, 
“The Pen is Mightier than the 
Sword,..And Lest We Forget, When 
General MacArthur signed the Japan- 
ese Surrender Document on a long 
table on the gallery deck of Battle-~ 
ship U.S.S. Missourl, he used five 
fountain pens, and the drama around 
these pens was deep. The first two 
were silverplated for the occasion, 
and these he handed in turn to Lt. 
Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright and 
to British General Arthur Ernest 
Percival, who were forced to surrend- 
er Corregidor and Singapore. There 
was a regular fountain pen issued by 
the Navy, one reserved for President 
Truman, and the last, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur retained for himself...A mute 
vindication of Pearl Harbor. Although 
the fight was won with the full sup- 
port of the implements of war and 
the never-to-be-forgotten bravery of 
all who fought and those who died, 
before the Surrender was complete 
and final, the official signature of 
Gen. MacArthur was written in with 
pen and ink. 

We could go on and on recalling 
the great moments in history, when 
the pen ‘was dipped into the fount of 
an old inkstand to record for posteri- 
ty these telling events. However, 
there is none more important in our 
country, than the Independence Ink- 
stand, into whose fount was dipped 
the quill pens of the Signers of The 
Declaration of Independence. It was 
made by Peter Syng, in 1752 for the 
State House of Pennsylvania, and 
later given to the Continental Cong- 
ress, in 1775. It can be seen at 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia.

MAJOLICA 
OR TIN-PLATED POTTERY 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


Experts have never agreed as to 
whether enameled earthenware with 
a stanniferous (tin) glaze was an 
art native to Italy or imported from 
Spain and the Balearic Isles, but the 
fact that it is called “Majolica” would 
seem to indicate an origin in Major- 
ca, one of the Spanish islands. 

It has been said that the men of 
Pisa beseiged Majorca in 1115, cap- 
tured its king and much rich booty 
which included a great deal of pot- 
tery made on the island by native 
potters. Again, an Italian historian, 
Passeri, has said that potteries exist- 
ed in the neighborhood of Pisaro at 
an early date, that these became in- 
active during the dark ages but were 
revived in the fourteenth century. 

It was not until the fifteenth cen- 
tury, however, that the so-called His- 
pano-Moresque wares of Malaga and 
Valencia and the majolica of the Ita- 
lian potters began to be produced in 
any great quantity. 

The “Majolica” of Italy, Spain and 
Mexico belongs to the same family 
of tin-enameled pottery as the “Delft” 
of Holland and England and the 
“Stanniferous Faience’ of other 
European countries. All have a soft, 
more or less porous base, covered 
with a heavy opaque white enamel. 
The word “enamel” is here used to 
indicate an opaque coating as dis- 
tinguished from glaze, which is trans- 
parent or translucent. All wares of 
this inclusive group are tin-enam- 
eled. 

Tin-enamel is a composition of 
glass and oxide of lead to which a 
certain amount of oxide of tin has 
been added. The latter ingredient 
produces a_ white, opaque effect. 
_— the name Stanniferous Enam- 
el. 
In the making of Majolica, the 
potters subjected each piece to two 
firings. The body was first shaped 
and fired. Then the piece was dipped 
into the liquid enamel preparation 
and after thoroughly dry, the dec- 
oration was painted on the surface. 
The piece was then dipped into a 
bath of transparent glaze which 
served to protect the decoration and 
to give greater brilliancy, and was 
again fired, liquefying the enamel 
and fixing the painted design. 

In some of the European countries 
the Stanniferous Faience was given 
three firings—first the molded piece, 
after the enamel bath, and finally 
after the piece had been decorated. 

In Italy, Majolica was made in 
many cities and towns. Faenza was 
one of the earliest centers and there 
the enameled pottery was made from 


the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury until quite recent times. Solon, 
an authority says, that genuine Fa- 
enza ware may be recognized by its 
“severe style of ornament and a pow- 
erful palette, in which blackish blue 
and dark yellow greatly predomi- 
nate.” He adds, “All the various 
modes of majolica decoration—such 
at least as are consistent with the 
Renaissance style—were practiced if 
not invented at Faenza, with the ex- 
ception of the metallic lustres, a proc- 
ess which was never attempted 
there.” 

Castel Durante was a very im- 
portant center of Majolica manufac- 
ture. Under the’ patronage of the 
Duke Guidobaldo II, thirteen fac- 
tories were at work in the Via della 
Porcellana. The works closed in 1682. 
The best examples were made _ be- 
tween 1508 and 1580. A light, green- 
ish gray is one of the chief colors 
used at Castel Durante. 

The pottery works at Urbino were 
made famous by Duke Guidobaldo 
della Rovere. When the potteries at 
Caste] Durante closed, a group of the 
workers went to Urbino, and changed 
their names! For instance, the Pelli- 
parios changed their name to Fon- 
tana and this became the important 
name connected with Urbino Majo- 
lica. Solon says of the Urbino pot- 
tery, “From the exceptional beauty 
of the surface one can recognize at 
a glance an example of Urbino Ma- 
jolica. Purely ornamental motives 
and paintings of topical interest 
made room for a somewhat pedantic 
selection of mythological and histor- 
ical scenes which afforded scope for 
the display of classical erudition, a 
knowledge of antiquity being then 
very fashionable. When the best pe- 
riod of manufacture arrived the an- 
tique treatment of the figure sub- 
jects had reached such perfection 
that we can almost understand how 
it came to pass that the enthusiastic 
admirers of some select specimens 
jumped to the conclusion that they 
were painted by Kaphael himself.” 
Pieces otf Urbino ware bearing the 
signatures of Francesco Xanto and 
Oranzio Fontana are in existence 
today. 

Gubbio was particularly noted for 
its enameled pottery of the sixteenth 
centurv. This is distinguished by 
beautiful metallic Justre colors. es- 
pecially a rich rubv red which is so 
eharacteristic as to be called the 
Gubbio lustre. Giorgio Andreoli, later 
known as Maestro Giorgio, who 
worked in Gubbio in the first half 
of the sixteenth century, was the

foremost modeler and potter of the 
town. He and his family came from 
Pavia and were of noble ancestry. 
He was assisted by his two brothers, 
Salimbene and Giovannia; later by 
his son, Vincenzio. He welcomed to 
his atelier any talented “majolist” 
who cared to work with him and 
many of the best artists of the day 
painted the pieces which were en- 
riched with the metallic lustres of 
which he alone knew the secret. 
Cafaggiolo is twelve miles from 
Florence on the road to Bologna and 
was the favorite residence of Cosmo 
de’ Medici. He left it to his nephew, 
Lorenzo; and the latter’s son, Pier- 
francesco, established the Majolica 
works there in the early sixteenth 
century. Often on the Cafaggiolo 
ware a dark cobalt blue is used as 
a ground color; again, a light cop- 
per green or a bright orange yellow. 
One will often find the words “sem- 
per” and “Glovis” as part of the 
decorative design on the beautiful 
ware of Cafaggiolo. The word “sem- 
per” was the adopted motto of Pie- 
tro de’ Medici in 1470 and “glovis” 
was favored by Giuliano in 1516. One

of the highest prices ever paid for 
a piece of Majolica was that of 
L2,080 at the sale of the Spitzer col- 
lection in Paris for the Cafaggiolo 
plate decorated with figures of Ju- 
dith and an attendant, the latter 
holding the severed head of Holo- 
fernes. 


Deruta—or Diruta—is a little vil- 
lage on the left bank of the Tiber 
near Perugia. The writer Solon says, 


“A perfect similarity of technique 
links the lustred ware of Diruta with 
that of Malaga and Valencia. Its 
technique plainly denotes an imita- 
tion of the Majorcan methods, and 
therefore, an early beginning may 
reasonably be suspected.” 


Extant are dated examples of Pe- 
saro Majolica of the early sixteenth 
century, often decorated with moth- 
er-of-pearl and showing the influence 
of the Persian potters. The best work 
was done at Pesaro between 1500 and 
1560. 


Majolica was made in many other 
centers in Italy, and at these many 
potteries, there was also made at 
this timea coarse earthenware resem- 
bling majolica in appearance but cov- 
ered with a white slip on which the 
decorative designs were painted and 
then coated with a lead glaze, at 
times lustred. This ware is called 
Mezza-Majolica,

A temporary postal station has 
been authorized at Island Gardens, 
West Hempstead, New York, in con- 
nection with the National Stamp Ex- 
hibition of the Nassau Suffolk Phila- 
telic Alliance, to be held October 25 
to 27, 1957. 


Robert E. Fellers, Director of the 
Division of Philately, Post Office De- 
partment, voluntarily retired effec- 
tive September 30, 1957, Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield re- 
cently announced. 

Mr, Fellers, who entered govern- 
ment service in 1914, was appointed 
head of the Division of Philately in 
1933 and has served in that capacity 
ever since. Prior to that time he 
was Disbursing Officer for the Post 
Office Department. 

“Mr. Fellers’ voluntary retirement 
is a distinct loss to the Postal Ser- 
vice,” Mr. Summerfield said. “It is 
men like Mr, Fellers whose devoted 
service has helped build the finest 
traditions of the Post Office Depart- 
ment.” 

Mr. Fellers is well known among 
the philatelic fraternity and is a life 
member of the American Stamp 
Dealers Association, the Bureau Is- 
sues Association, and the Society of 
Philatelic Americans. He ‘was awar- 
ded a gold medallion by the Am- 
erican Air Mail Society in apprecia- 
tion of services to Aerophilately. In 
1935 he received the National Phila- 
telic Museum “Philatelic Man of the 
Year” award for distinguished phil- 
atelic services. 








Noting that new reports from Chief 
Postal Inspector David H. Stephens 
indicate a renewal of ehain letter 
schemes, Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield warned today that 
those who participate in such activi- 
ties may be subject to criminal pro- 
secution. 

He emphasized also that those put- 
ting their money into these schemes 
seldom get anything, and usually lose 
out altogether. 


Mr. Summerfield explained that 
the United States Courts have ruled 
that chain letters are both frauds and 
lotteries. 

lt makes no difference whether the 
solicitation is for money, or bonds, or 
anything else of value. Whether the 
chain is broken is a matter of chance 
which makes it a lottery. And, too, 
whether the participant will get no- 
thing or a small amount, or be lucky 
and receive a substantial amount de- 
pends upon chance.

“The Right to Work” is one of the 
basic human rights that might well 
be demanded by the youth of Amer- 
ica today. Science and _ invention 
have conspired to produce automatic 
gadgets requiring specially skilled 
repair, and to rob the child of today 
of the mental and physical training 
received in earlier Americana. 

Today Johnnie is required to go 
through high school, and perhaps 
college, before he is permitted to do 
anything really worthwhile. On the 
few farms left today the growing 
child can turn his hand to this or 
that, and can learn some variety 
while doing some worthwhile things. 
But the family shop and even the 
family store of early America have 
largely disappeared, leaving the 
youth little to do except in some pub- 
lic activity cooked up to “keep them 
out of mischief.” 

The youth of today are larger, tall- 
er, healthier and more handsome 
than ever before. But into this glo- 
rious dream of beef and pulchritude 
comes the loud bang of a recent sci- 
entific report on physical fitness. Our 
beautiful, scientific, push-button 
youth simply can not compare in 
simple fitness tests with the youth 
of Europe, where there are fewer 
push-buttons, and more real work 
for the kiddies to do. There are re- 
ports that the President and top 
members of his Cabinet are in a 
dither over this report, with an in- 
terest that transcends politics. 

It seems that Genera] Eisenhower 
was once aghast at the untrained 
troops sent him for the invasion of 
Europe. Since then he has lost no 
opportunity for stressing physical 
fitness to all visiting youth groups. 

We are likely to see an outbreak 
of many new “physical fitness” pro- 
grams for youth. Perhaps most of 
these programs will take the form of 
competitive “play.” Most of our 
youth are serious minded, and not 
inclined toward extreme mental and 
physical exertion except when it 
seems “worthwhile” to them. 

Many successful business and pro- 
fessional men and women who be- 
long to this readership can look back 
on their own adolescence with deep 
appreciation for being permitted 


some wholesome “worthwhile” work. 

Individual collectors and dealers 
talking through their clubs and their 
local political organizations may be 
more than a mere voice crying in 
the wilderness when they promote 
the thought that what the youth of 
today wants and needs is “THE 
RIGHT TO WORK.”

“Government by Injunction” is an 
old war cry from Americana. Back 
in the palmy days of rampant pre- 
datery “capital,” early labor unions 
were so beset by court injunctions 
that anything they might do was 
likely to be “outside the law.” Open 
violence seemed to be the only course 
left to them, and violence set the 
pattern of early trades unions. 

‘Court injunctions vs trial by jury 
was a cry far more basic issue in 
the recent ruckus in Congress than 
was the “civil rights” issue in which 
it appeared as a detail. No one 
doubts the essential logic of giving 
courts the right to enforce their. de- 
cisions in injunctions arising out of 
specific case given full procedure by 
that court. But this “injunction” pro- 
posal was a horse of a different col- 
or. It proposed automatic criminal 
sentences for sweeping injunction 
based on court made law, rather 
than laws passed by legislative 
bodies. 

The actual civil rights of Negroes 
were simply used as a political foot« 
ball by both parties, with the greats 
est display of shenanigans seen in 
Congress for many a moon. 

The right to trial by jury, and 
the logical use of injunctions in 
court procedure, are far too im- 
portant matters to be made political 
footballs in preparation for the 1958 
campaign. 

In days of old, kings, emperors and 
tyrants had so-called “courts” with 
wide injunctive powers to enforce 
their tyranny by summary sentences. 
The great world trend today is not 
so much toward democracy as it is 
toward dictatorships and toward 
wide discretionary powers exercised 
by the administrators of large, cen- 
tralized government. 


Eternal vigilance continues to be 
the price of liberty.

We revolt against the current pro- 
posal to re-write the songs of Ste- 
phen Foster. Take the tunes and set 
other words to them? Yes, that is 
customary. But the pure mutilation 
of Foster’s songs is a mutilation of 
history. It would be better to inter 
Foster’s songs along with Massa “in 
the cold, cold ground,” than to make 
cheap variations of them. 

We agree that now is not the 
proper time for widespread singing 
of any songs of slavery. Our Negro 
population is just now beginning to 
arrive at some of the stations in life 
to which they are entitled by abil- 
ity and character. This is no time 
to harp on slavery. 

The day will come when Negroes 
will sing the Foster songs with the 
same understanding that we read the 
story of Moses and the Fables of the 
slave, Aesop. But not now. 

Stephen Foster had a sympathy 
and understanding of the loyalty 
and character and the Negro that 
few have ever been able to express. 
Review in your own mind the sym- 
pathy and understanding in: Old 
Folks at Home, My Old Kentucky 
Home or Swanee River. 

For the present we can do very 
well with Jeannie with the Light 
Brown Hair, Camptown Races. Oh, 
Susannah, ete. But for the present 
we “hear those gentle voices call- 
ing, Old Black Joe.”

Money of Yesteryear 


1959 will be the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the Lincoln cent, 2nd we hear 
many rumors that the design is to 
be changed. Government regulation 
prohibits the change of the designs 
for regular issue to twenty-five 
years, but our popular Lincoln cent 
has been with us for twice that time. 
Undoubtedly, designers are now busy 
on a new cent, and it has been ru- 
mored that coin collectors would also 
like to take a hand in designing one. 
Perhaps the latter could come up 
with a more appropriate and attrac- 
tive design! Who can tell? Designs 
of such coins are rigidly described 
by statute and legends; denomina- 
tions, etc., must appear as described, 
but this does not harm the possible 
beauty of the coin. 

Should 1959 become the year for a 
new cent, there will most likely be a 
wild scramble for the new ones, and 
without doubt false rumors or errors 
in design, and so forth, are bound 
to be forthcoming. That is the pat- 
tern of the past. Remember the 
first year of the Lincoln cents in 
1903? Four varieties were coined, 
the 1909 with the engraver’s initials 
on the reverse, VDB, which were ru- 
mored would be rare because a later 
change removed the VDB. Due to 
these rumors thousands of brand new 
1909 VDB cents were stored away 
in brilliant uncirculated condition, 
and today after half a century, can 
still be obtained quite reasonably in 
brand new condition. The 1909 with- 
out VDB, while scarcer than the 
1909 with VDB, is also quite a com- 
mon coin. This was not the case with 
the two San Francisco mint cents. 
This mint, never issuing as many 
coins as its parent mint in Phila- 
delphia, struck very few cents -- 
1909s with the VDB, and this variety 
is one of the rarest Lincoln cents. 
The 1909S, without VDB coined later

in the year, while very scarce, is not 
nearly so rare as the 1909S VDB. We 
‘wonder what thrills, false rumors, 
and possibly real rarities will crop 
up with the proposed new 1959 
cents? 

The balance of our series of Jef- 
ferson nickels first coined in 1988 
cannot be changed for 25 years, For 
a possible change nothing could oc- 
cur until 1963. Roosevelt dimes, 
first coined in 1946 will be with us 
until 1971. Washington quarters, 
first coined in 1932 could be changed 
any time since 1957 is their 25th 
year. Franklin halves have a long 
time to go, first having been coined 
in 1948, which brings their limit of 
change to 1973. 

It is doubtful whether two de- 
nominations would be changed in the 
same year, In fact, it is doubtful 
if the Washington quarter which is 
the only coin eligible for change 
will be changed for another five 
years. Lincoln cents should rise still 
further with this change, and a new 
revived interest in cent collecting 
will come from the attractive new 
designs. 

The first bronze cent, Indian head 
of 1864, also had its rarity, for the 
design with Longacres initial in the 
headdress is well known today; the 
copper nickel 1864 cent and the 
bronze 1864 cent without the “L” 
are not nearly as rare. . 

Our first small cent the 1856 fly- 
ing eagle is without question the 
rarest of all small cents. 

It is therefore evident that, the 
history of small cents has always 
had a rarity of one variety or an- 
other, the 1856 flying eagle cent. 
the 1864L Indian Head, the 1909S 
VDB Lincoln cent, and one wonders 
if the trend will continue with the

Since writing to you I 
have been told that it is listed in 
Adams-Woodin list #1483. As to the 
condition of the coin, it surely could 
be classified as about uncirculated. 
Not having a list by Adams-Woodin, 
I thought mentioning this might be 
of some help.

Answer: 

Your identification of Adams- 
Woodin #1483 is correct. Being a 
copper pattern of a dollar, it most 
likely is a slightly dulled proof, since 
no wear is evident. As such I believe 
this coin should bring somewhere be- 
tween $20 and $25 at retail sale, the 
copper patterns do not bring as much 
as the silver ones do.

Briefly, I would like to know the 
best way to care for rolled coins. 
Should they -be removed from the 
bank’s wrapper and rolled in anti- 
tarnish tissue? Or is it all right 
to roll wrapper and all? I have been 
wrapping them as received with the 
tissue and then rolling them ‘with 
saran wrap. Had been using alumi- 
num foil but someone said that start- 
ed some chemical action. What do 
you recommend? These “Inert Plas- 
tic-Vials” we see advertised, do they 
have any virtue?

Answer: 

I have seen uncirculated coins kept 
in their original wrappers for many 
decades and come out just as they 
were originally with the exception 
of the edges that came in contact 
with the actual wrapper itself. This, 
on such coins, became tarnished, as 
did each end coin on the outside. The 
important thing is to keep gasses, 
dampness, light and other influences 
on tarnish away from the coins. 

It would be better to use the tar- 
nish proof tissue inside the original 
wrapper. Aluminum or lead foil might 
harm your coins. Do not let them 
come in contact with cellophane, sa- 
ran wrap. If in direct contact with 
the coins might ruin them in the 
eyes of collectors. 

As to the “inert plastic vials,” we 
have never heard of any damage 
caused by them. They are new, only

The 
other side is just “One Cent” in a 
wreath. Thank you.

I believe that the wax and aluminum 
foil and also the tarnish-proof paper 
should very definitely preserve the 
coins and stop dampness from enter- 
ing. Dampness is worse than attic 
heat, but these precautions should 
preserve the coins from harm. Be a 
good idea to open one of ‘the oldest 
rolls and see how the coins are far- 
ing. Cents ‘would be the best test.

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knot. The fever raged and finally 
spread to the amused men bystanders, 
who, realizing they were missing the 
fun, hopped on the wedding whirli- 
gig. ‘Lhey, too, wrote wedding books 
and in spite of the staid New York 
‘Vimes sensationally calling attention 
to this rampant fever through a 
lengthy editorial soundly spanking 
the woman wedding worshippers. 

This was reprinted in a unique, 
gilt edged book by George D. Carroll, 
a New York business man and bon 
vivant, who had written two volumes 
on “Polite Society.” 

The new book was called “Wedding 
Etiquette and the Usages of Polite 
Society.” Published in 1880, it con- 
tained, besides Carroll’s own ideas, a 
vast compilation of interesting his- 
torical data on weddings, love and 
courtship. Accounts of the outstand- 
ing marriages throughout the world 
in 1879 were reprinted; these in- 
cluded weddings ot ten nationalities 
and plans for a prospective marriage 
among important chieftain families 
in Samoa! 

The book’s outstanding feature is 
the New York Times’ editorial. 
Penned by an un-named editor, it 
was written from real life with high 
humor, and the writer’s all-too-pene- 
trating analysis of women suggest 
many whacks of his spanking pen 
are still applicable today, perhaps, 

Called “Women and Weddings,” it 
begins: “Woman might be defined as 
a strange, contradictory, delightful 
creature, who, at all times, in all 
places, and in all circumstances, feels 
the deepest interest in weddings. 

“In her great concern for weddings, 
‘woman shows a marked sexual dis- 
tinction from man, who, as a rule 
cares nothing for them, regarding 
them, in fact, as a bore. He is not 
so insensible, of course, as to con- 
sider wedlock apathetically. He may 
account it more solemn than death 
with which, according to a contem- 
poraneous cynic, all our sorrows end, 
while with wedlock they only begin. 
But of the mere wedding, he would 
have as little as possible, ranking 
that best which is the briefest, simp!- 
est, least conspicuous. 

“Most men, however, fond of their 
brides, hate the ceremony, and are 
vastly relieved when it is actually 
over. 

“How totally different is all this 
with women, whether young or old, 
married or single, civilized or savage! 
The nuptial passion is universal with 
them; they will forget woes and 
pains for a chance to assist at a 
wedding, ‘whose very name awakens 
a tumult in their breasts, and thrills 
them with expectation.” 


Here the editorial writer asks, 
“Who has ever seen a woman unwill- 
ing to attend a wedding? Any 


woman who should not respond with 
alacrity and fervor to such an in- 


vitation must be either out of her 
sexual senses or at the point of 
death... 


“She revels in the very thought 
of a prospective wedding; the nearer 
it approaches the greater her ex- 
citement, the more difficult her self- 
She talks about it continu- 


control. 
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ally....dreams of it with eyes shut 
and eyes open; she has nuptial plans 
enough to supply a young ladies’ 
seminary, 

“And when the day comes she is 
sure to be there before the hour 
named no matter what the weather 
or how great the distance, Ordinari- 
ly she is tardy or rather fussy in 
dressing, and very apt to be behind 
time; but never at a wedding. Her 
premature punctuality can be relied 
ON: 

“She wants to be in the spot be- 
fore the performance begins; she is 
anxious to catch the first flush of 
the occasion, to see the invited guests 
come in and to fix in memory each 
seam and fold of every new gown.” 

The editorial continues, “Although 
she has absorbed scores of weddings, 
all essentially alike, every wedding 
has a fresh charm for her, and floods 
her with fresh emotions. She watches 
the glowing, nervous, uneasy bride; 
the bride’s mother, bathed in tears 
at the consummation of what she has 
probably striven long and wistfully 
to insure...

THE ALARMS OF WAR 
By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


The salutation of a letter does not 
always give a clue as to the interest 
and importance of its contents. “My 
dear General” and “Illustrious Sire” 
are more portentous and promising 
greetings than “My dear Nanny”, yet 
I found two exciting letters with 
just such innocuous beginnings. 

The letters of Revolutionary War 
date, brought home the alarms of 
war with such immediacy that read- 
ing them seemed like reading a 
newspaper banner headline or listen- 
ing to a special “on-the-spot” news 
report. They were written by the 
widowed daughter of General John 
Morin Scott to a very close friend 
and are dated July 24, 1776, from 
Springfield, N.J., and August 25, 
1776 from Elizabethtown. 

On July 2, the British fleet sailed 
into New York Harbor with 30,000 
troops and a naval force of over 100 
vessels. Washington had dispersed 
his troops to defend every harbor on 
Long Island, on Manhattan Island, 
the Jersey shore, Governors Island, 
and Bedloe’s Island. Lord Howe 
landed his troops in the remaining 
strategic position - on Staten Island. 


If and when Lord Howe would 
attack the well-fortified New York 
‘was the question in the minds of 
Washington, Lord Howe, and our 
correspondent, Mary Litchfield. 

“My dear Nanny 

“I did not receive your agreeable 
letter till yesterday. You cannot 
imagine how happy it made me. I 
have long wished for and long ex- 
pected a line from you. You com- 
plain of being low-spirited. My 
dear Nanny, you are not more so 
than your friend. We hardly live 
now. Sometimes (the) news dis- 
tresses us and sometimes (the) news 
makes us happy. 

“IT am glad to hear that General 
Lee has defeated Lord Dunmore. I 
wish ‘to God we had the villain a 
prisoner here. 

“We were very much alarmed about 
three weeks ago at Elizabethtown. 
We were told early in the morning 
the regulars were landing at the 
Point. Only paint to yourself our 
distress at hearing our enemy was 
so near us. The whole town was 
in the utmost confusion, everybody 
making their escape. We, almost 
frightened to death, ran with the rest, 
without a single rag of clothes but 
‘what we had on our backs. Before 
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A general’s daughter describes the alarms of war. 
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night we got our clothes and plate 
removed to Springfield where we 
now are. It is a most shocking 
place--not one person that we can 
visit here. We live at a Public 
House. All I wish and pray for is 
that we may be able to return to 
New York in the winter. How 
happy we shall all be when we meet 
again. God grant we may. If we 
can’t return to New York in the fall, 
we shall go to Elizabethtown. I 
have often wished myself with you, 
my dear. Do try and persuade your 
mama to come to New Jersey in the 
‘winter. I am sure she may get 
a house in Elizabethtown, I long 
to see you once more. 

“News I have none to write you 
that can be depended on. There is 
so many false reports we never 
credit any of them. The regulars 
remain pretty quiet on Staten Island. 
God only knows their wicked de- 
signs. We must learn to bear our 
troubles with patience and resigna- 
tion, It is the Lord’s will. All will 
be well again I hope and we restored 
to our old habitations and be happy. 
I feel in pretty good spirits this 
afternoon as I expect to see my dear 
father tomorrow. He is to meet us 
at Newark. It will be the first 
time of our seeing him since we 
left him. They have made him a 
general, it is true, but I wish they 
had not. What a distressed family 
would he leave if he was to fall in 
battle! 

“Your brother, I suppose, writes 
you all the news that is stirring in 
New York. I have had an inter- 
mitting fever since I came here here 
but am quite recovered. Give my 
love to Sukey and tell her I give her 
joy of new new admirer, I Wish I 
could see him. I really think she 
is the old men’s darling. Indeed, 
tell her I say she must make much 
of him for it is a great thing now 
to have an humble servant. Every 
gentleman is so much engaged in 
war, I expect to hear you have all 
got New England sweethearts. I 
suppose you have one but will not 
tell me. Well, they will help to 
pass the time away if it is only in 
—— at them. 

-If you see Mrs. Rodgers and 
Mrs. Hudson give my love to them. 
Do try and come to New Jersey in 
the fall. It is the sincere wish, my 
dear Nanny, of your truly affection- 


ate friend. 
Mary Litchfield, 
“P. S. My pen is very bad and 
no knife to mend it. “Spring- 
field July 24, 1776” 


About a month elapsed before Mrs. 
Litchfield wrote her second letter. In 
this interim Howe had decided to 
attack New York. Mrs. Litchfield 
gave report of the commencement of 
the battle of Long Island. Her 
letter reads: 

“My dear Nanny, 

“T received your agreeable letter a 
fortnight ago and would have 
answered immediately but was ill 
with my old complaint, the cholic, 
which was very severe and lasted 
some days but I am now recovered, 


Thank God. 
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“We are alarmed every day here, 
expecting our enemy over. Horrid 
situation, not one easy or happy 
moment have we had since we have 
been in New Jersey. Oh how I re- 
pent our not going to New England. 
If it was possible we would go yet 
but here we must stay. God only 
knows whether I ever shall see you 
again. If the regulars should get 
possession of this place what will 
become of us? Where shall we fly 
for safety? I am almost distracted 
when I think of it. There are so 
many alarms of their attacking us 
and we expect it every night. We 
have our coach standing before our 
door every night and the horses 
harnessed, ready to make our escape 
if we have time. We have hardly 
any clothes to wear, only a second 
change. You, my dear Nanny, are 
happier than we. You are farther 
off from the horrid noise of war. 
Oh, how dreadful to hear the drums 
beating ‘To Arms’ and to hear the 
cannon roaring. 

“Last Sunday morning there was 
a very heavy firing between the 
two ships going down the North 
River and our batterys. We all here 
thought they had attacked New York. 
Last Wednesday about noon we were 
alarmed with a report that the enemy 
were to attack the Point. General 
Livingston sent us word to go out 


of town as soon as we could. We 
went just before dark. It looked

7 likely for a heavy shower. 
had not gone above a mile before 
we had the most violent storm I 
ever saw. The flashes of lightning

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were incessant and one continued peal 
of thunder and very dark except 
‘what light we had from the heavens 
which seemed to be in a blaze. We 
were obliged to stop on the road 
and stay all night and all the lodge- 
ing we could get was a dirty bed 
on the floor. How hard it seems 
for us that have always been used 
to live comfortable, but the weather 
being so bad prevented their attack- 
ing, I suppose. The next morning we 
returned to town and this afternoon 
while we were in church we were 
all alarmed with the sound of cannon. 
The regulars fired on our men at the 
Point and we returned the compli- 
ment. It lasted about an hour but, 
thank God, it is now over. 

“We would return to Springfield 
but our rooms being at a Public 
House and that constantly full of 
soldiers passing and repassing every 
day, it will never do for us so we 
must take our chance with the rest. 
We heard from my dear father 
yesterday who informs us that about 
9000 regulars are landed on Long 
Island and are now at Flatbush and 
are intrenching there. We have had 
two or three skirmishes with them in 
which we have had the better. We 
have killed several of them and our 
troops took four of the dead bodies. 
One of them was an officer belong- 
ing to the foreign troops. Pappa 
with his brigade are gone over to 
Long Island which makes us very 
uneasy. Poor New York! I long 
to have the battle over and yet I 
dread the consequence, 

“.,.1 delivered your message to 
Miss Sukey Livingston. She told 
me she had wrote to you by the post. 
My dear Nanny, let me hear from 
you soon...

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When Mary Litchfield writes in 
the above letter of having lived 
comfortably, it is well to remember 
that her father was one of the most 
active lawyers in the American 
colonies and a very well-to-do man. 
He had a beautiful home in New 
York which John Adams called in 
1774 “an elegant seat.” He was re- 
garded as one of the more extreme 
agitators in the cause of indepen- 
dence. After serving in the army 
until 1777, he resigned to become 
state senator until 1782. He was a 
member of the Continental Congress 
from 1779-1783. 

General Livingston, who warned 
Mrs. Litchfield to leave Elizabeth- 
town, was closely associated with her 
father, politically and _ socially. 
Livingston had retired from New 
York to his country estate near 
Elizabethtown. While in New Jersey 
he served as a member of the Essex 
Committee of Correspondence and as 
one of the province’s delegates to the 
Continental Congress, On June 5, 
1776, he had assumed command of 
the New Jersey militia. 

In a note added to Mrs, Litchfield’s 
letter in a different hand it is stated 
that she later married Charles 
McKnight, M.D., doubtless the doctor 
“Nanny” must have alluded to in her 
oe of August 25 the statement 
that: 


“As to what you said about doctor 
in your first letter, there is nothing 
in it. I am much obliged to him or 
any of my friends for speaking well 
of me”! 

,‘Nanny” is identified as Miss Anne 
Van Horn, afterwards Mrs. Wm. 
Edgar. 

Mary Litchfield has given us a 
lively account of the alarms, fears, 
and confusion of war--and all with

Under Water Missiles 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


Some people might consider a title 
such as this a little far-fetched for 
a collector’s section, but there are 
people who collect both these and/or 
data about them. What brings this 
to mind, however, is an article en- 
titled “Underwater Missiles” by E. 
J. Krueger, which appeared in the 
May-June, 1956 issue of ORDANCE. 
This takes in a good deal of modern 
technical data, but the introductory 
sections are of interest historically: 

“The word torpedo was at one time 
a pretty loose one and perhaps in 
its historical application, but with 
modern terminology it might be 
called a mine,- crewless explosive 
charge. But whatever it was called 
it seemed to have its earliest appli- 
cation in 1585 when one Ferderigo 
Gianibelli blew up a bridge outside 
the city of Antwerp. The city was 
being besieged by the Spaniards who 
had built an ‘obstacle’ bridge to pre- 
vent entrance of supplies to the be- 
sieged Dutch, Floating a small ship 
filled with gunpowder and actuated 
by a clockwork mechanism down 
against the bridge he managed to 
ruin the bridge and some thousand 
Spaniards who happened around at 
the time. 

“The American Civil War saw 
many attempts at torpedoes, though 
the earlier Revolutionary War had 
seen some in the efforts of Bushnell. 
Both the Union and Confederate 
Forces did work, but the latter had 
more reason to be interested because 
they were being blockaded in almost 
all instances. Raines, of the Con- 
federate Navy operated a sausage- 
shaped submarine which was in fact 
something of a guided missile be- 
cause it was armed with a spar at 
its bow which bore the torpedo. The 
Confederates sank a Union ship but 
went down with it. 

In 1864 there was a demonstration 
of a new torpedo in the Potomac 
River outside Washington, D. C., in 
which a steam powered .weapon or 
launch of four knots speed carried 
the explosive charge. It was con- 
trolled by two cables or lines which 
steered it by means of brakes applied 
to the drums holding the excess cable. 
The idea was a good one in that it 
risked nothing in the way of Ameri- 
can sailors, there was good control; 
but the idea, though it hung on for 
some years never amounted to any- 


thing practical, and even after years 
more of experimentation never found 
real use. 

Our ‘modern torpedo’ originated as 
the brain-child of an Austrian Army 
Officer whose ideas were exploited 
by the Whitehead Company. Robert 
Whitehead, an Englishman built a 
cigar-shaped vessel of steel measur- 
ing approximatelv 11 feet long and 
14 inches in diameter. The weapon 
was driven by compressed air at a 
pressure of 700 pounds per square 
inch which actuated a 40-horsepower 
engine driving a single propeller. 
Speeds of 6 knots were possible for 
a range of 600 feet. The United 
States purchased torpedoes from the 
Whitehead Company in 1896, as had 
many countries throughout Europe, 
a few years later it had improved 
the device with the introduction of 
gyroscopic control for steadiness of 
course and steering, The E, W. Bliss 
Company of Brooklyn, N.Y., pur- 
chased the right to manufacture the 
torpedo in this country and soon more 
and new developments quickly im- 
proved it over its original. The next 
important step in torpedo develop- 
ment occurred in the better power 
plant and the transition from the 
reciprocating to the turbine type 
engine. By World War II torpedoes 
were driven by steam-turbine-driven 
engines and had become specialized 
into four main groupings, (1), under- 
water to underwater, (2), under- 
water to surface, (3), surface to 
underwater, (4), air to underwater.”

To which she replied, “My we’ve 
certainly come a long way since 
then!”

Emery Chamberlain Diary. Cham- 
berlain, who served in the Mexican 
War as a private, and who later e- 
merged from the Civil War Conflict 
as a Brigadier General, kept elabor- 
ate records of his service years. The 
diary is probably the most valuable 
personal decument of that period and 
with its colored hand drawings offers 
a great deal for the historian in des- 
criptions of equipment, weapons, uni- 
forms and army life. The gift of the 
papers was made by Life Magazine, 
which serialized them several months 
ago.

Art or Vanity? 


Ancient Jewelry 


Was it vanity, or was it art ap- 
preciation ? 

Whatever it was, it still is. 

The reference is to the decoration 
of the human person with ornaments; 
necklaces, earrings, bracelets, nose 
plugs, lip labrets, anklets, tinklers, 
etc., not to include the gadgets hung, 
twined into, sewn onto, or otherwise 
fastened to the hair and clothing. 

Hardly any, if any, tribe or group 
of aboriginal peoples but what has 
developed and used some jewelry 
with which to liven up the appear- 
ance of men’s and women’s anatomy. 
And it is still going on. 

Add to this the use of paint, ta- 
tooing, and scarification. 

These latter leave no relics for 
archaeologists of course, except some 
of the “tools” used to create them. 
So we don’t know how gaudily orna- 
mented the skins of aboriginal ladies 
or the hides of aboriginal gentle- 
men were. We can only judge by 
those of their descendents who lived 
into “white” times for ethnologists 
to observe. 

But we have ample evidence un- 
earthed by spades and brought to 
light by prying eyes and fingers that 
jewelry was worn rather profusely. 

Most widespread are beads and 
bangles. A study of the use and 
character of beads from Point Bar- 
row to Tierra del Fuego could easily 
fill a volume with all sorts of fas- 
cinating illustrations. 

The Eskimos were not much for 
beads and bangles, probably because 
of the nature of their clothing. But 
the Behring Coast Eskimos used to 
decorate the only part of their ana- 
tomy exposed to view in the Arctic 
cold, their faces. This-they did by 
making holes in their lips and in- 
serting ornaments constructed on the 
principles of collar buttons. Ethno- 
logists refer to these as labrets. 

Some of these were big affairs to 
match the broad, flat faces of their 
wearers. 

The Eskimos also liked ear rings. 
Their method of making these invol-

ved a hook which they put through 
a hole in the ear lobe just as our 
pretty ladies do here today, 

To further enliven the make-up 
they tattooed their chins. 

Traveling southward we find all 
these ornamentations used along the 
Pacific Coast. 

Tattooing was extensive among the 
Northwest Coast Indians, and along 
the Oregon Coast the early settlers 
were familiar with the blue, drool- 
like beauty stripes on the chins of 
squaws and younger females. 

Painting was also popular. It is 
of course not possible to tell how 
many of the small bowls and pesties 
were used to grind and mix paint 
and how much of that paint was 
destined for anatomical improvement, 
But occasionally such small bowls 
retain vestiges of paint to prove their 
identities; and bits and wads of paint 
are not too uncommon in associa- 
tion with burials. 

(On one occasion I observed a 
burial with a large quantity of red 
paint that had been buried in a 
bag. After the bag rotted the paint 
spread to the adjacent bones and the 
owner returned to earthly view or- 
namented quite gaily. A pestle with 
the burial was also ruddy and could 
easily have been exhibited as a gory 
blunt instrument. “See all the blood 
still on it!’’) 

Historically the use of the word 
“red man” is by some sources cre- 
dited to the fact that the first native 
Americans were liberally and liter- 
ally painted red. An archeological 
term used in connection with certain 
prehistoric folk of the New England 
area is “red paint people.” 

In earrings it is probable that 
only a fraction survive. Enough 
perishable ones are known to tell us 
of the existence of such and we can 
assume there were thousands for the 
few that still exist. 

The fraction that do survive are, 
of course mostly stone and of a 
type known as ear plugs rather than 
size and characters. They were 
earrings, probably because of their

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usually stuffed into a much disten- 
ded hole and ear lobe. It is hard 
to reconcile ourselves to the incon- 
venience of having some of the huge 
ones found in California and in the 
East banging at the sides of one’s 
head. But a glance at some of our 
modern pretty ladies shows that it 
probably isn’t too difficult to put up 
‘with, especially when the objects at- 
tract the gaze of onlookers, 


Along this line it has lately been 
discovered by an old photograph in 
the possession of the Southwest Mu- 
seum in Los Angeles that certain 
long much decorated bird bone tubes 
were ea~ ornaments. 

If we ponder curiously about hav- 
ing bones five or six inches long 
dangling from the ears how about 
our Northwest Coast Indians’ nose 
bones? These were aptly described 
by an early white prisoner of the 
Vancouv. ~ Island Indians as “spars.” 
He relat * that his companion in 
captivity had an unfeeling trick of 
brushing against one of his captors 
in such a way as to hit the long 
“spar” through the nose septum, 
which was no end disconcerting to 
the victim. 

Many old Indians used to nave the 
holes for these “spars” in their noses 
in the western Washington area. A 
report of an ethnologist relates the 
same fact about some of the old 
Pueblo Indians of Arizona and New 
Mexico, Probably the practice was 
even more widespread. Such “spars” 
are fairly common in California 
graves, though modern uses indicate 
they were foundation hair pins for 
fastening on the elaborate hair dress- 
es affected by the original natives 
of California, hat pins as it were. 
(Has anyone reflected that hat pins 
have lately become prehistoric?) 


Another form of nose ornament is 
a plug stuck into a hole in the side 
of the nose. Some small bits of 
jewelry faintly resembling tiny ten 
pins are found in the coastal area 
on both sides of the California-Ore- 
gon line. These would seem unsuited 
to being lip plugs but would serve 
as ornaments for the sides of noses. 


Not much attention has been paid 
to the foregoing varieties of jew- 
elry, so there may be quite a few 
bits of evidence of their use in col- 
lections that are not yet recognized. 
An important feature of their dis- 
covery is their location in relation 
to the skull when found. But of 
course they could have been buried 
in bags, or otherwise separately, as 
grave offerings or possessions of the 
deceased. 

Rings and bracelets are not found 
commonly as types of Indian orna- 
ments, except in Arizona where the 
debris of Hohokam sites fairly a- 
bounds with broken shell bracelets 
and occasionally rings. 

Of the perishable types of personal 
jewelry it must be borne in mind 


that a string through the holes in 
ears or noses — or lips — could 
carry ornaments too. 

(Two examples of this are in the 
one a pair of 


author’s collection; 
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wooden ear rings with turquoise mo- 
saic inlay from the Southwest, and 
the other a Plains Indian doll with 
a string of beads dangling from her 
nose.) 

Concerning beads and bangles the 
data are so extensive that they re- 
quire an article, or several articles 
by themselves. A survey of the var- 
ieties of beads found in the site that 
has been under exploration by the 
Oregon Archaeological Society can 
make a lengthly article in itself. 

We might permit ouselves one re- 
mark related to that about the big 
ear plugs that were worn with appar- 
ent joy by the ancient ones. How 
could they get around with the load 
of beads that some carried? The size 
of some of the individual stone beads 
worn in the Chumash Indian area 
(southern coastal California) and the 
lower San Joaquin valley was liter- 
ally huge. And the quantities of 
beads in single burials, especially in 
central California, has more than 
once been occasion for astonishment. 

Was it art; or was it vanity? 
(Probably some living lovelies could 
answer that, if we dared ask them.)

Above all the grave, 
disturbing potentialities floats the 
shining image of an endless wedding.

Something, perhaps, of all of 
these. But beyond and overtopping 
them, it is the instinct and nature 
of the woman, who takes to weddings 
as ducklings take to water. If it 
be true that in heaven there is neither 
marriage, nor giving in marriage, 
what is to become of women? Can 
they enjoy a heaven deprived of 
weddings? Would they not bound- 
lessly prefer to heaven without 
weddings the other place’ with 
weddings ?”

Post Cards of Early Aviation 


Aviation being a subject of world- 
wide interest, many collectors will 
be interested in cards of early events. 

Balloon flights were, of course, the 
forerunners of all aviation and as 
early as 1783 two brothers in France 
named Steven and Joseph Montgol- 
fier invented the balloon and made a 
successful flight over the country- 
side, 

In my album is a colored, em- 
bossed view of this balloon, showing 
it as a round global shape with a 
circulay platform at the base. 

Following this first attempt at fly- 
ing, the balloon was used frequently 
for exhibitions, observations, etc.

In the fifteenth century, Leonardo 
da Vinci left a published drawing of 
a machine driven by flapping wings 
but this proved to be quite imprac- 
tical. However, to his credit belongs 
the invention of the parachute. 

Sir George Cayley, an English- 
man, was one of the first men to in- 
vent the glider. Having no light en- 
gines as early as 1812, he discov- 
ered that he must run along the 
ground against the wind and finally 
it would lift and carry him in the 
air for a few yards. He was the first 
to discover that balance was neces- 
sary in the air, 

In 1842, an Englishman named 
Henson patented a steam driven ma- 
chine. It had a single spread of 
wings, a rudder and a tail but it had 
no way to balance the flyer. 
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Another Englishman named Spring- 
field built a model in 1846 with a 
steam engine in it. After a run the 
machine leaped into the air and flew 
about forty yards. This was the first 
time a steam engine driven machine 
had actually flown for even a short 
distance. 

In 1866, still another Englishman 
patented a machine with two sur- 
faces. This was the first biplane. 

In 1871, two Frenchmen, Penaud 
and Tatin, built a twin propeller 
monoplane run by compressed air. 
These were small models. 

Then, in 1890, Clement Aders built 
a man-carrying, engine-driven mono- 
plane which he called the “Eole.” He 
flew this plane at a height of 150 
feet. 

The French War Department then 
became interested in Aders and 
helved him build a machine called 
the “Avion.” This was in 1897, The 
name Avion is still applied to avia- 
tion in France, and the original 
“Avion” is housed in a museum in 
Paris. 

In 1891, Laurence Hargrave, an 
Australian, made an air driven 
model of a flying machine. It was at 
this same period that America be- 
came interested in the study of air- 
planes.

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retary of the Smithsonian Institute, 
was the greatest astronomer and sci- 
entist of his time. He made a thor- 
ough and careful study of air, wind 
and surface. He discovered how much 
could be carried in the air for each 
square foot of wing. Langley finally 
built a steam-driven model which 
was somewhat larger than a condor. 
This was the first heavier than air 
machine to fly in America. This at- 
tempt was followed by two sep- 
arate failures of testing flights with 
a pilot named C. H. Manley. Some 
years later this Langley machine 
was taken out by Glen H. Curtis and 
after giving the plane a longer run 
it made a successful flight. 

It was about this time men became 
interested in gliding) A man named 
Lilienthal experimented with many 
gliders. he taught the world much 
but eventually lost his life in the 
erash of a glider. I have a very 
good view of Lilienthal in one of 
his gliders. It has four wings and a 
tail—Lilienthal sitting between the

Octave Chanute became active in 
making gliders, and a little later Or- 
ville and Wilbur Wright began build- 
ing gliders by the Chanute model and 
improved greatly on the Chanute 
gliders. 

It seems that a great deal of de- 
velopment along flying lines took 
place before Wright brothers made 
their epochal flight. Going to Kitty 
Hawk, N. C., to get the elevation 
and steady winds for take-offs, they 
began experimenting with the glid- 
ing of plane surfaces in the air. 
Gaining the knowledge they needed, 
they equipped their biplane with a 
gasoline motor and propeller and on 
Dec. 17, 1903, made four flights, the 
first lasting only twelve seconds and 
traveling 852 feet. These were the 
first officially successful flights. 

It was almost two years later that 
the Wright Brothers made an offi- 
cial flight of any distance. This was 
on Sept. 26, 1905, when Orville 
Wright flew 11.12 miles in 18 min- 
utes, 9 seconds, in Dayton, Ohio. 

By the end of 1905 they had 
equipped their machine so that it 
could be steered in any direction. On 
Sept: 11, 1908, Orville Wright made 
a flight of fifty miles in one hour, 
ten minutes, 26 seconds at Ft. Myers, 
Va. The machine was purchased by 
the Government which established a 
flying school with Orville Wright as 
instructor. Later he was consulting 
engineer for Wright Airplane Co. In 
1908, Wilbur Wright won the Mich- 
elin prize for successful flights in 
France. 

The year 1910 saw the beginning 
of ‘airplane meets in various Amex- 
ican cities, the second of these meets 
held in Phoenix, Arizona, in Feb- 
ruary, 1910. In 1911, an interna- 
tional meet was held in Chicago with 
numerous accidents occurring during 
this meet. 

In my album are views of Willidm 
R. Badger and his “Baldwin Bi- 
plane” which crashed on August 15, 
1911, bringing an end to Badger’s 
career. Here also is shown the wreck- 
age of the McCurdy biplane in the 
1911 meet. The Stone Monoplane 
which ended in disaster and other 
planes which were successful in the 
Chicago meet. 

A card shows Art Smith in his 
thrilling loops and dips over the Pan- 
Pacific Exposition in San Francisco 
in 1915, leaving a trail of smoke in 
whirls and loops behind. This evi- 
dently was the forerunner of sky 
writing. 

About this same time, Charles K. 
Hamilton made his record-breaking 
flight over the Hub City, Marysville, 
California. 

Many daring stunts with airplanes 
were accomplished — among these 
(Fearless) Freddie Lund in balanc- 
ing stunts on tail, body, and wings. 
Another was Stunt flyer Pegoud who 
was among the first to do upside 
down flying. 

Of course, we have many views of 
our own Charles Lindbergh and his 
historic flight to France in 1927- 
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Post card pictures of Amelia Ear- 
hart are practically impossible tv 
find, but I have one good one of her 
— also one of Ruth Elder and her 
Co-pilot, George Haldman. 

And, of course, there is a photo 
card of Douglas P. ‘Corrigan and the 
little plane, a “Curtis-Robins,” in 
which he made his memorable wrong: 
way flight of 3150 miles in 28 hours, 
13 minutes, in 19838 — New York to 
Dublin, Ireland. 

Many more famous aviators are 
here, pictured in my album. Brig. 
Gen. Jimmy Doolittle and his B-25 
medium bomber, one of the fast and 


hard-hitting ships used in his raid 
on Tokyo, April 18, 1942. 
The famous “Flying Tiger,’ made 


famous by Brig. Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault in China, with disastrous re- 
sults to the Japs. 

Lewis D. Parker and Milo Burch- 
man, the “Supercharged” test pilots 
for Lockheed Aircraft with their fa- 
mous P-38 “Lightning,” the world’s 
fastest pursuit plane, in almost ver- 
tical climbs at three M.P.H. and pow- 
er dives at 30,000 feet at terrific 
speed- 

Howard Hughes and his five asso- 
ciates, Lt. Thurlow, co-pilot, Edwin 
Lund, Grover Whalen, H. P. Con- 
nor and R. Stoddart, and the Lock- 
heed Monoplane they flew around the 
world in 3 days, 19 hours and 14 
minutes, July 10-14, 1938. 

Clarence Chamberlain and Chas. 
A. Levine and their Bellanca plane, 
“Columbia.” 

Many interesting foreign planes 
and aviators are also pictured here. 
In 1918, the first mail flown across 
the English Channel by M. Salmet 
in his 80 h.p. Bleriot Monoplane, 
Paris to London. 

Several flyers are pictured here 
with the Bleriot machine — McArdle, 
Chavez, M. Radley. 

The dirigible has played a leading 
part in the development of aviation. 
Here are both the French and Ger- 
man dirigibles- Several views show 
the memorable flight of the dirigible, 
Graf Zeppelin, on its visit to Amer- 
ica, showing it moored in a field at 
Los Angeles, California, which is 
now an international airport. 

Among my most interesting war 
time views is a set of 20 French and 
German planes and dirigibles in ac- 
tive combat. One of the cards is a 
view of a German battery which was 
completely annihilated by a shower 
of arrows which fell on men and 
horses alike. Zeppelins are shown 
bombed and falling in the North Sea. 
This is one of my best sets of war 
time views. Another set is of Japa- 
nese war planes in combat. Not the 
least of these combat pictures show 
a plane falling in flames over blacked- 
out London on the 3rd of September, 
1916. 

An epochal flight which stirred the 
admiration of the world was made 
by Bert Hinkler, in I believe 1928. 
Hinkler, an Australian, made this 
flight from England to "Australia in 
sixteen days, flying solo. This was 
termed the outstanding feat of the 
day. Such a flight called for many 
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things: courage, endurance, a per- 
fect knowledge of machinery and 
navigation. He gave a lot of credit 
to his British machine and British- 
made engine, but without the proper 
pilot those things would have been 
for naught. ‘The joy and enthusiasm 
of the Australian people when the 
tiny plane landed in Darwin was un- 
pounded. This joy was lost in despair 
of his safety after he left Darwin 
and no news of him came for more 
than 24 hours, but at last he ar- 
rived at his final destination, dem- 
onstrating to everyone the practical- 
ity of aviation, One wonders what 
the ultimate in aviation will be!

COLLECTING AT 
CONSOLIDATED 
MINES 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


One of the truly great mineral 
deposits of the State of Washington 
is located in the beautiful San Poil 
valley of Ferry county, in north- 
eastern Washington State. The 
region is reached via the Sunset 
highway either from Wenatchee or 
Spokane. At Wilbur, some 70 miles 
west of Spokane, State Highway No. 
4 branches off at right angles and 
routes one through the oid mining 
wheat country. 

From this rolling ripening wheat, 
I drove to the edge of the great 
Columbia Basalt area, It consists of 
an over-lay of basalt that covers 
much of Washington and Oregon 
with lava often thousands of feet in 
thickness, Great glaciers of the 
miocene era, eroded the basalt to 
a uniform level which persists gener- 
ally, although cut into canyons by 
the years of water run-offs. At the 
north edge of the lava flow, the 
Columbia river, with no doubt, added 
glacial help, has carved through the 
basalt a tremendous canyon. The 
view from the north edge of the 
Columbia plateau is breath-taking. 
One sees the mighty Columbia for 
below through a vista of layered 
lava. The river, now dammed by the 
Grand Coulee dam, is no _ longer 
rushing but a lake-in fact, the largest 
lake in the State of Washington. 
From the elevation noted above, we 
can see far up into the inlets and 
valleys which were tributary to the 
former river’s course. Some twelve 
miles from the Sunset highway, the 
State operates a free ferry over the 
Columbia reservoir, officially called, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt lake. The 
twin Diesels of this powerful boat 
made the crossing in about fifteen

On the north shore you 
are in Ferry county, so named when 
the only southern access to the 
region, was by cable ferry run by 
the Columbia’s current power, From 
the ferry it is seven miles along 
the lake to the side road leading to 
Consolidated Mines. It is easily 
located, as the National Park Service 
has a lakeside recreation park just 
opposite the turn-off. A short drive 
of a half mile brings one to the 
headquarters camp of the mines, 
The company’s full name is Con- 
solidated Mines and Smelting Co.

RIDDLES LIVE IN OLD PERIODICALS 
THE TELLING OF THEM IS A LOST ART 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Eighty years ago riddles were 
quite the thing and were often used 
in the parlor games of the day or 
rather the evening. The piano was 
then just becoming popular, the pho- 
nograph had not yet been invented, 
the magic lantern and the silent 
movie were also in the future. The 
living room was then the parlor and 
the long winter evenings were passed 
playing parlor games or performing 
tricks. Riddles were then found in 
the almanacs published to advertise 
patent medicines, also in periodicals 
of the day. Indoor amusements suf- 
fered a setback with the coming of 
the movies but then radio came to 
keep people at home and television 
really brought people back to the 
parlor or living room but the family 
games of old are now as obsolete 
and extinct as the dodo and the pas- 
senger pigeon. 

A riddle was defined as a para- 
phrasistic presentation of an unmen- 
tioned subject, the design of which 
was to excite the reader or hearer to 
the discovery of the meaning hidden 
under a studied obscurity of expres- 
sion, In the 60’s and 70’s of the last 
century the riddle had become a mere 
“jeu d’ esprit—a sort of witty pas- 
time for idle people and it was only 
met with under the form of conun- 
drum, but anciently, its antiquity is 
very great, it held a far higher place, 
and was put to far more important 
uses, although in its inferior phase 
of conundrum it was likewise a part 
of the intellectual entertainment at 
Greek and Roman banquets. 

In the Orient it naturally asso- 
ciated itself with the symbolic modes 
of thought and was employed fur 
diadactic purposes. The Proverbs or 
sayings of Solomon frequently as- 
sume the form of riddles. Josephus 
tells us that Solomon and Hiram, 
King of Tyre, once had 1a contest of 
riddles in which Solomon was beaten 
by Abdeman, one of Hiram’s sub- 
jects. 'Thus we have a curious in- 
stance of philosophical gambling. Ev- 
ery reader of the Old Testament is 
familiar with the riddle that Sam- 
son proposed to the Philistines and 
the enigmas which the Queen of She- 
ba proposed to Solomon, The riddle 
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is found in the Koran and several 
books of riddles exist in Arabic and 
Persian. Ridddles were known to the 
Egyptians and among the Greeks 
they were used in the answers of the 
oracles—as was the case in the leg- 
end of Oedipus. Many of the ancient 
riddles were in verse. Plutarch tells 
us that the poet Homer died of ‘'Cha- 
grin at not being able to solve a 
riddle. Riddles did not become pop- 
ular among the serious Romans un- 
til the decline had set in. 

During the Middle Ages the riddle 
served with the ballad for entertain- 
ment in the baronial hall and was 
popular in the monastic mess-room. 
Old riddles are found in manuscripts 
and among the books published by 
Wynkin de Worde was “Demand Joy- 
ous,” printed in English in 1511. 

The Reformation and the Puritan 
Revolution in England put a check 
on riddle making as well as vuther 
“frivolous” pastimes, but in the 17th 
century riddle making crept into fa- 
vor again. Menestrier, a Jesuit, wrote 
a learned treatise on the subject of 
riddles and in France riddles rivaled 
madrigals and sonnets in popularity. 
The Abbe Cotin published a collec- 
tion of riddles and called himself 
“Le Pere de ]’ Enigme” (The Father 
of the Riddle), but as a French crit- 
ic commented posterity has not rec- 
ognized his paternity. In the 18th 
century Boileau, Voltaire and Ros- 
seau dabbled in riddles and the “Mer- 
cure de France” became a repository 
of riddles. In Germany, Schiller gave 
a broader development to the riddle. 
In his hands it again became some- 
thing grave and sibyline, and ‘at- 
tained a high degree of literary beau- 
ty and force of expression. Ohnesor- 
gen published a collection of riddles 
in six volumes in 1833 with the title 
of “Sphinx.” 

In looking over a collection of rid- 
dles of the 1870’s it would seem that 
Americans of that period had a 
broader knowledge of history than 
the young people of today for many 
of the riddles are based on history 
and seem meaningless to our young 
friends. Some have become obsolete 
because of the progress of invention 
and some of the puns used in the 
answers seem far fetched. 

“How did Mary, Queen of Scots, 
differ from Joan of Arc?” is an- 
swered with a “weird” pun: “She 
preferred a cold chop to a hot stake.” 
Much humor was found in the shape 
of a kiss (elliptical). “Up and down, 
up and down, never touches sky or 
ground” went out with the coming 
of city water and the old fashioned 
pump handle. 
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Historical riddles included “Why 
was Martin Luther like a dyspeptic 
blackbird?” Dyspepsia still exists but 
it has new names and the answer is 
“Because the Diet of Worms dis- 
agreed with him.” “Why was the 
Duke of Wellington like Jonah?” is 
one that would stump most Amer- 
icans today for who knows much 
about the Iron Duke except that he 
defeated Napoleon. For those who 
might be interested, the answer is 
“One was brought up at Eton, and 
the other was eaten and brought up.” 
This is stretching the facts a bit, 
even if a whale is large enough, 
or its throat is large enough, it might 
swallow a man like Jonah was but 
he was not eaten. 

A literary riddle that made our 
great-grandfather’s laugh was: 
“Why was not ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 
written by a female hand?” “Bevause 
it was written by Harriet Beecher 
Stowe. (Beecher’s toe).” 

One is likely to become violent 
when he tries to solve a riddle like: 
“What was the name of Pontius Pi- 
late’s great-grandmother’s straw-hat 
maker?” Can you imagine what an 
analytical mind might do with such 
a riddle? And the proposer might be

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in danger of limb if not life if he 
gave the answer. “Nobody knows.” 
Surely such riddles are not cricket 
or according to Hoyle. Perhaps it 
was riddles such as this that killed 
the pastime. 

Adam and Eve were often the sub- 
ject of riddles such as: “When was 
fruit first known to swear?” “When 
the first apple cursed the first pair 

(pear),” or, “Why are Adam and 
Eve an anomaly in grammar?” to 
which we find a learned answer “Be- 
cause they are two relatives without 
an antecedent.” Then, “What did 
Adam first set in the Garden of 
Eden?” and you will kick yourself 
when you hear the answer: “His 
foot. “Again it was asked “Where 
was Adam going when he was in his 
39th year?” and the simple answer 
“Into his fortieth.” Some of these 
seem to be nearly as old as Adam 
and Eve and Cain may have kicked 
the slats out of his cradle when he 
first heard them. 

The Mary, Queen of Scots— Joan 
of Arc has the same answer as that 
of “Why did Cranmer prefer to be 
burnt to having his head cut off?” 
Of course, the answer is in reverse 
“He preferred a hot stake (steak) 
to a cold chop.” How many know who 
Cranmer was? 

Another old riddle was “Why does 
a miller wear a white hat?” and the 
answer is “To keep his head warm.” 
A variation is “Why did George 
Washington wear red suspenders?” 
“At what time of day was Adam 
born?” is simple “A _ little before 
Eve.” “How do we know that Joseph 
(of the coat of many colors) was 
a straight as well as an upright 
man?” “And, of course, the answer 
is also simple: “Because Pharaoh 
made him a ruler.” 

“Why is twice ten like twice ele- 
ven?” How are your mathematics? 
In case you didn’t get it, the answer 
is “Twice ten is twenty and twice 
eleven is twenty-two (too). “So we 
have seen that most of the riddles 
were based on puns on the sound or 
spelling of words. 

An enigma is a sort of rhymed 
riddle such as: 

There is a thing that was three weeks old 

When Adam was no more, 


This thing was but four weeks old 
When Adam was fourscore. 


The moon is never 
more than four weeks old. 


Rebuses are a little more compli- 
cated, here is an example: 
A fruit I am, though somewhat rare; 
To birds perchance I prove a snare. 
Another hint should you require, 
I am a stone, and tried by fire, 
Transpose me then, if ’tis your pleasure 
I’m introduced to you a measure.’ 


The answer is “lime’’ and ‘‘mile.” 


The old times of riddle me this 
and riddle me that have passed. Some 
of the riddles were a bit childish 
but in the enigma and rebus they 
were as entertaining as the modern 
indoor sport of the crossword puz- 
zle. Riddles, of course, were not the 
only parlor amusements in America 
at the centennial of its independence.

There is much to learn from the in- 
teresting or “pretty” backs of the 
cards, The following are a few found 
in most collections today, and may 


be had by the new collector just 
starting a collection. 
LUDWIG VAN BEETHOVEN (1770- 


1827), a German composer, often re- 
ferred to as the “Shakespeare of Mu- 
sic,” in tribute to his genius, was 
born at Bonn, as the son of a tenor 
singer. He was later sent to Vien- 
na to study under Mozart. He spent 
most of his life in Vienna. He stu- 
died briefly under Haydn, and oth- 
ers. His was a tragic life due to 
family trouble and a deafness which 
started in 1800. By 1819 he became 
totally deaf and this last great work 
was done without the aid of a hear- 
ing device, possible only by reliance 
on his great imaginative power. He 
was slight of stature, unattractive 
physically, and although often in love 
never married. He had nine sympho- 
nies as his chief compositions to his 
credit, of which the Fifth Symphony 
is the most familiar. The third sym- 
phony is known as the Hroica Sym- 
phony, the sixth symphony as the 
Pastorial Symphony, and the ninth, 
with chorus, as the Choral Sympho- 
ny. These are the better known of 
his works. 

PETER JILYITCH TSCHAIKOWSKY 
(1840-1893), a Russian composer. He 
studied law and became a govern- 
ment employee in the Department of 
Justice. He could not forget his first 
love, so in 1863 he decided to de- 
vote his entire time to music. He 
entered the St. Petersburg ‘Conser- 
vatory of Music where he studied 


music with Rubenstein. In 1866 Ru- 
benstein made him teacher of theory 
in the Moscow Conservatory where 
he remained until 1877. Due to an 
income from the government and the 
generosity of a friend, Madame Von 


Meek, a wealthy widow admirer, he 
was relieved from financial worry 
and devoted his entire time to com- 
position. In 1887, he appeared as a 
concert conductor finally overcoming 
his extreme shyness. He _ enjoyed 
enormous success at the European 
cities where he appeared and in 1891 
in New York where he appeared for 
the dedication of Carnegie Hall. His 
music is Slavic and has a sad or 
melancholy quality. His best known 
works are his Sixth (and last) Sym- 
phony - in B Minor, and Symphonie 
Pathetique the B Flat Minor Piano 
Concerto, the opera Eugene Onegin, 
and the Nut-Cracker Suite. His last 
public appearance was in St. Peters- 
burg a few days before his death 
from cholera. 

JOHN (SEBASTIAN BACH (1685- 
1750, a German composer one of 
the great German masters and was 
often referred to as the “Father of 
German Music.” His life was sim- 
ple and domestic. He received a gen- 
eral education in the local schools, 
studied the violin with his father, 
the clavichord with his brother and 
the organ with Bohm. After play-

yond the Blue Ridge. In 1748, he 
set off on his surveying expedition. 
In 1751 he accompanied his brother 
to the Barbados in an effort to cure 
the tuberculosis of which Lawrence 
died the following year. 

George Washington first gained 
public notice by acting as messenger 
for Governor Dinwiddie of Virginia 
to the French Commandant. In 1754 
he was commissioned lieutenant col- 
onel by Governor Dinwiddie and led 
a force out with the intention of op- 
posing the French. At Great Mead- 
ows he was compelled to build Fort 
Necessity but later was driven out 
by the French. The next year he 
accompanied the unfortunate expe- 
dition led by Braddock to take Fort 
Duquesne and acquitted himself with 
honor in the disaster. Washington 
served as Commander-in-Chief of 
Virginia and in 1758 he accompanied 
Forbes on a new expedition; his 
counsel was followed with regard to 
the building of a road to Duquesne 
as well as to the plan of march, The 
success of this expedition increased 
his reputation. 

In 1759 he married Martha ‘Custis 
(1782-1802), and settled down at 
Mount Vernon, which he had inher- 
ited from his brother Lawrence, to be 
a country gentleman. 

THOMAS JEFFERSON (1743-1826), 
third president of the United States 
(1801-09), and author of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, was also 
known as the “Apostle of Agarian 
democracy.” He was born at “Old 
Shadwell,”? Albemarle Co., Virginia. 
He spent his life in this vicinity, and 
“Monticello” which he designed, was 
erected there. He graduated from 
William & Mary College, and studied 
law under the noted George Wythe. 
He absorbed from childhood the de- 
mocratie views of his neighbors and 
he and George Washington differed 
widely on politics, especially the Jay’s 
Treaty. He was the first president 
to be inaugurated in Washington, a 
city which he had helped to plan, 
the mall probably being his chief con- 
tribution. He was keenly interested 
in the west, he approved the Loui- 
siana Purchase, and planned the 
Lewis & Clark Expedition. One of his 
life’s ambitions was realized when 
he brought about the founding of the 
University of Virginia. Madison and 
Monroe, his former lieutenants often 
came to him for counsel, although 
after 1809 he lived almost in retire- 
ment. 

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN (1706-90), 
American statesman, scientist and 
printer, born in Boston, Mass. He 
left school at 10 years of age to help 
his father, a tallow chandler and 
soap maker, He disliked his work 
very much and after two years be- 
came an apprentice printer in the 
shop of his half brother, James. At 
the age of 17 he left there and went 
to Philadelphia where he found a po- 
sition in the office of a printer. In 
1729 he bought half interest in the 
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newly established Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette and in 1730 he became sole 
owner and editor. His common sense 
policies and writings did much to 
build the Gazette into the largest 
circulation in the American Colonies. 
Poor Richard’s Almanack which he 
began in 1732, and published for 25 
years, spread his fame even more 
widely. He printed numerous books 
and became Philadelphia’s first book 
seller. He started the first circulat- 
ing library. He founded an academy 
for the education of youth. During 
this time he improved himself also 
by learning to read French, Span- 
ish, Italian and Latin. During his 
printing years he also printed wall- 
paper, and it appears that he was 
one of the first to print playing 
ecards in the United States. He was 
deputy postmaster, (1734-53), which 
he combined with the running of a 
small stationery store. 

He was keenly interested in sci- 
ence and the phenomena of electri- 
city, so in 1748 he turned his print- 
ing interest over to his foreman, in- 
tending to devote the rest of his 
life to science. The famous kite ex- 
periment was but one of a series of 
which he wrote letters to other sci- 
entist friends, and one friend in Eng- 
land assembled and _ published his 
thoughts in a book, “Experiments 
and Observations of Electricity made 
at Philadelphia in America by Mr. 
Benjamin Franklin (1751). He _ be- 
came widely known by scientists both 
in England and France, From 1753 
until 1774 he was postmaster general 
for the colonies. He served terms in 
Congress and was sent to England 
in. 1757 unti] 1762. His political life 
from this time on is well known. 
He helped write the Declaration of 
Independence, and was one of the 
great personalities of the 18th cen- 
tury. He was the first American to 
become widely known abroad. Ben- 
jamin Franklin was never president 
but he was one of America’s great- 
est men, 

Homes of several famous men 
have been portrayed on numerous 
issues of playing cards, including 
Monticello and Mount Vernon, which 
need little introduction. 

Mount Vernon, because of its prox~ 
imity to Washington, D. C., has prob- 
ably been visited by more people, and 
is better known to Americans. One 
imagines the presence of Martha and 
George Washington as they pass 
though the rooms once loved and 
lived in bv those two. 

Monticello, the home of Thomas 
Jefferson, has also been made into 
a National shrine, open to the public. 

The home of Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son (1803-32), an American poet, 
essayist and philosopher born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., is shown on a new issue. 
Emerson’s father was descended 
from generations of New England 
clergymen, Ralph was in school after 
the age of two, entered Harvard at 
the age of 14 and entered divinity 
school, Cambridge, in 1825, but his 
eyes bothered him and the following 
year after he had been approved as 
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eandidate for the ministry he had 
to go south for a pulmonary disease. 
In 1829 he became minister of (Cld 
North Church, Boston. In 1832 he 
gave up the ministry profession for 
which he had no heart, as he was 
never a conformist. The last decade 
of his life was a slow mental deterio- 
ration brightened only by trips to 
California (1871),and Europe (1872) 
and by the expression of affection 
shown by his friends and townspeo- 
ple when they rebuilt the home which 
burned in 1872. This house has been 
pictured on several issues of playing 
cards, this being the most recent. 
The home of Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow (1807-82), an American 
poet, born in Portland, Me., descen- 
dant of John and Priscilla Alden 


whose romance was described in 
“Courtship of Miles Standish,” is 
another recent issue. Longfellow 


graduated from Bowdoin ‘College in 
1825 in the class with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne ‘and became a _ professor 
there the following year, after which 
he went abroad for study in France, 
Italy, and Spain for three years. 
From 1836 to 1854 he was professor 
of modern languages at Harvard. 
During this period he wrote many 
poems which brought him his first 
fame; “Wreck of the Hesperus,” 
“The Village Blacksmith,” “Evange- 
line,” “Hiawatha,” “Tales of Way- 
side Inn,” “Courtship of Miles Stan- 
dish,” “Canterbury Tales,” “Paul 
Revere’s Ride,” and many others. He 
was the first American whose bust 
was given a niche in the poets cor- 
ner in Westminster Abbey. His Cam- 
bridge home, “Craggie House,” was 
long a place of pilgrimage. 
“Birthplace of Eugene Field, the 
poet (1850-1895), St. Louis.” Field 
was an American poet and journa- 
list, born in St. Louis, Mo., and for 
brief periods attended Williams and 
Knox Colleges and the University of 
Missouri. He spent one year abroad 
and the next ten years on editorial 
staffs of the St. Louis Journal, the 
Denver Tribune, and others. In 1883, 
he made a permanent connection 
with the Chicago Daily News. 
Eisenhower Museum, Abilene, Kan- 
sas, has been portrayed on the new 
type of card that has a finish which 
appears to be gold, and the mate 
appears to be silver. The building is 
the type of modern construction and 
has been in the news sufficiently that 
most Americans are probably fam- 
iliar with it. Many tourists who are 
passing through Abilene will prob- 
ably pause for a rest and inspect it. 
These are only a few of the fa- 
mous people and places. Mark Twain 
is another writer who is portrayed 
on a playing card, as is his home 
and Huckleberry Finn. Many sta- 
tues, monument memorials, portraits 
of Lincoln, military figures. Many 
theatrical stars, both stage and 
screen, the Dionne quints, are among 
noted people of less rank. These all 
make a very interesting collection. 
One can enlarge or limit it as ap- 
peals to the individual interest.

DINOSAURS 


Dinosaurs were the dominant ani- 
mals on earth for approximately 
130,000,000 years. Mian iand this more 
or less human-like forerunners have 
been here, at the most, less than two 
million years, and all human history 
covers a maximum of little more 
than 10,000 years, The earliest mam- 
mal-like creatures date back hardly 
more than 150 million years, 

The story of this long supremacy 
of a race of extinct reptiles, which 
first appeared 200,000,000 years ago 
and persisted to the dawn of the age 
of mammals about 70,000,000 years 
ago, is told by David H. Dunkle, of 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Divi- 
sion of Vertebrate Paleontology, in 
a 24-page illustrated booklet just 
published by the Institution. 

These reptiles, whose nearest ex- 
tant relatives are the vastly differ- 
ent birds and crocodiles. included the 
largest creatures ever to inhabit the 
land. Some of them, however, were 
no bigger than chickens. During 
their long tenure of existence they 
underwent fantastic variations. 
Many walked upright an their hind 
legs. Some got about on all four legs. 
Some developed heavy suits of bony 
armor. 

Most illustrations of restorations 
of these great reptiles render them as 
rather awesome creatures. Actually, 
Dr. Dunkle says, the majority were 
plant eaters and probably rather 


peaceful. Some, however, became 
flesh eaters and must have been ter- 
rifying. 


The new booklet’s descriptions of 
the “terrible lizards” are based part- 
ly on the fossil material in the U.S. 
National Museum collection, one of 
the best in the world, The reptiles 
are divided into two major groups, 
distinguished by the structure of the 
pelvic bones. That of one is lizard- 
like, of the other bird-like. First were 
the so-called Saurischia, which in- 
cluded all the flesh-eating types and 
a few of the plant eaters. The bird- 
like group ‘appears somewhat later. 
They were the Ornithischia, all of 
them plant eaters. Among these the 
bone armor-plate was developed. Ap- 
parently it was needed for protec- 
tion against the flesh-eaters. Those 
without such natural devices either

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escaped from their enemies by speed 
and agility or found protection in 
tremendous size and weight. Many of 
these were amphibious, retreating to 
river and swamp environments. 

All the dinosaurs, Dr. Dunkle 
points out, presumably were stupid 
animals. This certainly is true if 
brain size is directly related to in- 
telligence. The bony capsule enclos- 
ing the brain occupied a very small 
portion of the skull. It has been pos- 
tulated that the dinosaurs’ diminu- 
tive brains may have been a major 
cause of their extinction when they 
came into competition with the more 
alert primitive mammals, 

“But,” says Dr. Dunkle, “the com- 
plete disappearance and_ extinction 
have never been entirely explained. 
However, throughout earth’s history, 
great changes in its surface have 
taken place, caused by the upheaval 
of mountains and the enlargement of 
continents and by the destructive 
tearing down of these by the myriad 
factors of erosion. Life must adapt 
itself to the consequent variations in 
climate, food supply, and other en- 
vironmental conditions. When it can- 
not, that life vanishes. Such sci- 
entists suppose, was the fate of the 
dinosaurs.” 

Lack of brains, therefore, may 
have been a relatively minor factor, 
considered over many millenniums. 

The ultimate origin of the dino- 
saurs is a moot question, but, Dr. 
Dunkle points out, there was a 
group of reptiles fairly abundant in 
the triassic period of geological his- 
tory about 200 million years ago. 
These were the thecodonts. They 
were not themselves dinosaurs but 
had some of the same skeletal char- 
acteristics of the earliest of these 
reptiles.

they are mostly sulfides and oxides, 
while at higher elevations colorful 
carbonates occur. There are thirty- 
five tunnels, each numbered in the 
chronicle order in which they were 
driven. Thus, No. 35 is the last. 
No. 13 is nearest the camp and 
easiest to see. 

Here the Geiger-counter clicks 
merrily away and specks in the ore 
fluoresce under the ultra-violet light. 
The mineral which is_ radio-active 
seems to be autunite but is in very 


fine specks, or faint washes. Sulfides 
such as pyrite are plentiful. 
On the hill above No. 13, tunnel No. 


14 has some vivid indigo blue 
bromide of silver, together with a 


dense black from manganese, The 
manganese also shows as the pink of 
rhodenite, and an altered brown 


mineral as yet not identified. I have 
concluded the black to be hausmanite. 

Further on at Tunnel No. 22, I 
gathered specimens of chalcopyrite 
mixed with bluish bornite from a 
vein three to four inches wide of 
solid metallic ore. Here, too, I 
noted the first molybdenite. 

At tunnel No. 23, the molybdenite 
was very rich. Solid “Molly” a half- 
inch thick can be gathered. It is 
also richly disseminated through the 
quartz. I feel certain that this will 
become an important molybdenite 
producer of the Nation, once pro- 
duction can be established. 

The geology is very interesting. 
The older rocks originally quartzites, 
were intruded with mineral bearing 
solutions, The area later was further 
intruded by porphyry dykes. These 
have afforded local rich zones of 
mineralization and secondary enrich- 
ments. In one area, I gathered 
samples of this porphyry and found 
a rare deposit of minute cubes of 
a brownish color. These proved to 
be “limonite pseudomorphs” after 
pyrite. I shall not rest till I can 
get back and gather more of these 
decidedly unusual specimens, 

At tunnel No. 34, I noted small 
pink inclusions of fluorite in the ore. 
Here the secondary mineralization is 
very fine but the specific gravity is 
great, attesting to the heavy minera- 
lization. 

In tunnel No. 2 rich silver speci- 
mens are to be had with predominat- 
ing silver mineral sylvanite. 

Lead in the form of galena with 
chalcopyrite is found in No. 1 tunnel. 


In No. 35 there is sphlerite as ‘well 
as the silver, lead and copper sulfides. 
Fine manganese dendrites are fre- 
quent. 

At the Glory Hole, as No. 7 is 
called, the rich blue-green of azur- 
malachite is everywhere, I gathered 
fine specimens which I feel will be 
hard enough to take a fine polish. 

In No. 4 tunnel the walls are 
coated with melanterite, a bright blue 
copper sulfate. There is also here, 
the oxide of molybdenum, powellite. 
Many other minerals would be noted 
by a more meticulous mineralogist, 
and the country rocks are colorful.

The above Ruggles armorial bear- 
ing is found in Rhoades’ Colonial 
Families of the United States, Vol. 
7, page 431, ascribed to Thomas 
Ruggles (1584-1644) of Roxbury, 
Mass. It is also found engraved 
upon a silver vessel in Christ Church 
Philadelphia, as mentioned in the 
Ruggles, Kingsley, Ross and Good- 
win Genealogy by Henry Stoddard 
Ruggles. There were four New 
England immigrants - Thomas and 
John Ruggles of Roxbury, George 
of Boston and Braintree, Mass., 
and Samuel of Boston. A George 
Ruggles, who died in 1622, was a 
member of the London Company that 
founded Virginia. <A plate of his 
coat-of-arms was printed on the 
William and Mary Quarterly. These 
bearings are the same as the Ruggles 
in the Christ Church, Philadelphia 
and in the Virginia Historical 
Society, Richmond, Va. 

My purpose in this writing is not 
only to discuss the Ruggles armorial 
bearing, but also to correct an error 
found in all the compilations con- 
cerning the Ward family, Because 
of an error that has been copied 
and re-copicd, I have spent hours 
trying to locate an Esther Ruggles 
who married Obadiah Ward (born 
1724-5). This marriage is first 
mentioned in the Ward genealogy of 
1851, without a reference or a date 
of any kind, and is incorporated 


thereafter as a fact in later com- 
pilations. There is no mention made 
of an Esther Ruggles to fit the per- 
tinent facts in any of the Ruggles 
genealogies. 

In The Ward Family, Descendants 
of William Ward, 1851, by A. H. 
Ward, there is found the following: 
“Obadiah Ward married Esther 
Ruggles. They resided at Union, 
Connecticut a few years where their 
first child was born, and probably 
their second, a record of whose birth 
is not found. He next appears in 
the records of Stafford, Connecticut, 
where the births of four of his 
children are found. He was subse- 
quently of Belchertown and_ “S. 
Hadley, and thence removed to Cam- 
bridge, New York, where he was 
living in 1808, then at the age of 
eighty-three. Obadiah and Esther 
Ward has issue: 


“David born July 31, 1750 
Obadiah born December 1752 
Rachel born April 22, 1755 died 

young 
Elihu - August 29, 1757 
Jonathan born April 30, 1760; 
died young 
Anna born March 16, 1764; 
died young” 


The Records of William Spooner 
of Plymouth, Mass., printed in 1883, 
thirty-three years after the foregoing 
Ward genealogy, corrects one error 
concerning this family. On page 236 
we find that “Obadiah Ward, born 
February 9, 1725 was living 1808. His 
final residence was in Cambridge, 
N.Y. He married Esther Ruggles. 
One of their children was Rachel 
Ward, born April 22, 1756, She died 
August 1830. She married Timothy 
Ruggles born April 22, 1748 who 
died in July 1831.” In the genealogy 
of 1851 Rachel Ward is said to have 
“died young,” but here we have a 
statement giving her in marriage to 
Timothy Ruggles, son of Edward and 
Lucy (Spooner) Ruggles. 

Suspecting that perhaps the data 
for the first genealogy of 1851 was 
compiled from hearsay, and that the 
Ruggles name entered the Ward 
family at this point through the 
marriage of the supposedly dead 
Rachel, and not her mother Esther, I 
had a check made of the vital records 
of Connecticut. This search turned 
up the following information: 


William Ward of Ashford married 
Rachel Humphrey of Woodstock 
August 5, 1714; by Rev. Josiah 
Dwight, Woodstock Vital Records. 
Obadiah Ward, son William and 


Rachel, born February 9, 1724-5, 
Ashford Vital Records. 

William Ward, 0.c. November 26, 
1718, Ashford Church Records, 
Vol. CM 10, v. 381. 

Obadiah Ward m. Ester White, 
September 28, 1749, Hebron Vital 
Records, Vol 1, p. 52. 

David Ward, s. Obadiah & Esther 
b, July 381, 1750, Stafford Vital 
Records. d. June 138, 1752, Staf- 
ford Vital Records. (birth also 
recorded in Union Vital Records) 
Obadiah Ward, s. Obadiah and 
Easter, b. December 21, 1751, 
Stafford Vital Records. 

Rachel Ward, d. Obadiah and 
Easter, b. April 22, 1755, Stzf- 
ford Vital Records.

~ Note the children of Obadiah and 
Esther Ward have the same birth 
dates and almost the same names as 
those assigned to Obadiah and Esther 
(Ruggles) Ward. It does not seem 
likely that the Esther White who 
married an Obadiah Ward at such 
a logical date ‘was not the mother of 
these six children. There is not an- 
other unattached Obadiah Ward in 
the Ward genealogies, and there is 
no mention in the Ruggles genea- 
logies of an Esther Ruggles to fit 
this nicture. 

The writer believes Esther White 
was the daughter of Capt. Jonathan 
White (born 18 August 1700 in Hat- 
field, Mass.) and his second wife 
Anna who died 2 March, 1747, in 
Hebron, Conn. They had a daughter 
Esther born July 21, 1729 who was 
living (as ‘were also her sisters) in 
1776, the date of her father’s will, 
but, according to Kellogg’s Descen- 
dants of John White, “their history 
is not known.” This theory is 
strengthened by the fact that two of 
the children of Obadiah and Esther 
Ward were named Jonathan (Nath- 
an) and Anne - the names of the 
parents of Esther White. Jonathan 
White moved to Hebron, Conn., in 
1731, where Esther married Obadiah 
Ward in 1749. 

The correct record should read: 
Obadiah Ward was the son of Will- 
iam Ward of Ashford and Rachel 
Humphrey, the daughter of Arthur 
and Rachel Humphrey of Woodstock 
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and Ashford, Conn. Rachel (Hump- 
hrey) Ward was born June 4, 1695. 
in Woodstock, Conn., and died Febru- 
ary 6, 1779, aged 84. Obadiah was 
born February 9, 1724-5 Ashford, 
Conn. He married Esther White in 
Hebron, Conn., September 28, 1749 
and had issue: 


David, born July 31, 1750; died 
June 138, 1752. 

Obadiah born Deccember 21, 1752; 
Stafford, Conn., married first 
Priscilla Eaton. Rachel born 
April 22, 1755; married Timothy 
Ruggles, (See Spooner genealogy 
for descendants) 

Elihu or Stephen born August 29, 
1775; married Deborah Pratt. 
Nathan (or Jonathan) born April 
30,1760; died young. 

Anne/Anna born March 16, 1764; 
died young. 


Three children did die young - but 
the third was David, not Rachel. 
Another error is found in The 
History of Peter Parker and Sarah 
Ruggles of Roxbury, Mass., by Linzee 
(1913). On page 342 this record 
states that John Ruggles, born May 
19, 1657, died February 28, 1711, and 
married as his first wife Hannah, 
daughter of Edward and Mary De- 
votion. They were married May 1, 
1679. She died December 17, 1700. 
His eighth child by his first wife 
was Elizabeth Ruggles, born Octo- 
ber 21, 1710. Obviously, there is 
something wrong here, but the matter 
is straightened out through the pro- 
bate records covering the settlement 
of the estate of John Ruggles who 
died in 1711. Here we find a state- 
ment that says “Elizabeth, aged 
about 13,” appointed Capt. Samuel 
Ruggles her guardian. This would

The chevron is one of nine so- 
called Honorable Ordinaries, straight 
sided figures one-third the width 
of the shield, first symbols used 
to identify men encased in ar- 
mour. The chevron likened unto 
the roof of a house” is emblematical 
of protecting the defenseless, It is 
also granted to one who builds chur- 
ches and fortresses for his country. 

The red rose is the emblem of 
hope, joy and courage, 

The tower is the emblem of gran- 
deur and solidity, and has been gran- 
ted sometimes tc one who has faith- 
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fully held one for his king, or has 
captured one by force or stratagem. 

Arrows symbolize a man resolved 
to abide the uttermost hazard of 
battle, who to that end has furnished 
himself to the full. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sin- 
cerity and peace; red, courage and 
magnanimity; gold, generosity and 
elevation of mind.

pairs of shoes, satin dancing slippers 
and innumerable boots, with and 
without buttons, made of satin or 
kid. 

The wedding of Queen Victoria’s 
seventh child, Prince Arthur, was 
distinguished by elaborate glitter and 
colorful pageantry like a rare, rich 
medieval tapestry come to life. The 
account stresses one of the Queen’s 
innovations. 

Her Majesty stoutly defied her 
ministers by having the ceremony 
performed alone by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury although the Church 
of England regulations called for 
assisting clergymen, Paradoxically, 
on this side of the Atlantic, the wed- 
ding fever had increased the number. 
Frequently, four ministers crowded 
the chancel to quarter one _ brief 
“Order for the Solemnization of 
matrimony.” 

Novel and immense flower designs 
were among Mrs. Astor’s innovations, 
During the ceremony in the living 
room of her Fifth Avenue mansion, 
the couple stcod under a gigantic 
bell of roses, as bells, popularized by 
the revival of Poe’s poem, had be- 
come a “trademark” of the wedding 
fever. Also, over the living room 
door was a stupendous design of a 
lion’s lifted paw made in flowers and 
beneath it ‘were the words, “Semper 
Fidelis” forming the Astor crest 
and motto. While the bridegroom 
was of an equally prominent family 
with more than one crest, no mention 
is made that any of his were dis- 
played! 

These are only a few of many 
interesting and informative details in 
Carroll’s book on Victorian eget 
fever. And it may have _ bee 
only an encore of a fever dicen 
back to 1665, Then, after attending 
a wedding, the succinct Samuel Pepys 
noted in his diary, “Strange to see 
what delight we married people have 
to see those poor fools decoyed into 
our condition!” 

“Books about weddings”, what a 
fascinating subject for a collector!
